Reagan in ‘84 
is a good bet

AUBURNDALE President 
Ronald Reagan’s former press 
secretary told a Republican gather- 
ing Monday night that the president 
will probably run for a second term 
and he thinks Reagan should an- 
nounce his candidacy now. 

“Tf Ronald Reagan does run, he 
should let it be known, unequivocal- 
ly, very soon,” said Lyn Nofziger.

“If Congress knows, they're going 
to be a lot more apt to do what he 
wants done.”’ 

Nofziger, 58, currently a consul- 
tant in Washington, D.C., addressed 
some 200 Republicans sporting 
“Reagan in '84’’ buttons who 
gathered at the Marriott Hotel. 
Among them were former 
senatorial candidate Ray Shamie, 
former candidate for governor John 
Lakian and Boston City Councillor 
Albert ‘“‘Dapper’’ O'Neill. The $15 a 
person reception was sponsored by 


the Republicans for Middlesex 
County. 
William Barnstead, the group 


chairman who is best known for 
running against House Speaker 
Thomas P. ‘Tip’ O’Neill, introduced 
Nofziger, also the former presiden- 
tial assistant on public affairs. 
Barnstead described the paunchy, 
bearded speaker as ‘hopelessly 
sloppy’? and someone ‘‘who is 
always making jokes and saying 
things that he shouldn't.” 

During an hour-long speech entitl- 
ed “Washington Whispers,’’ Nof- 
ziger told the crowd Reagan will 
have a better chance of beating 
other presidential contenders if he 
announces his campaign early. He

Private school 
bus cutting plan 
angers parents

NEWTON About 50 private 
school parents angrily protested a 
recommendation to drastically cut 
back transportation to Newton 
private schools at Monday's School 
Committee meeting. 

Several parents told the School 
Committee they were tired of pay- 
ing taxes which support the schools 
and then learning that their child’s 
transportation may be eliminated. 

“I think it’s time that I started 
getting something from Newton...I 
high taxes,’’ one man said 
“I live on the north side of 

and the north side is 
generally getting the short end of 
things.” 

He was one of several parents 
who criticized the Newton schools. 
He said he moved to Newton for the 
public schools and ‘‘quickly found 
that I had been mistaken."’ 

The current school budget pro- 
vides transportation for about 500 
children to their Newton private 
schools. Following a Supreme 
Judicial Court decision and a resul- 
tant change in the state reimburse- 
ment formula for private school 
transportation, Superintendent 
John Strand recommended 
eliminating the service for private 
school children who no longer 
qualify 

The court ruling states that public 

chool systems are no longer re 
quired to provide transportation to 
private schools beyond what the 
school system would provide if a 
child were attending his public 
school 

Public schools can also stop pro- 
viding transportation for private 
school students over age 16, the end 
of mandated school attendance

Trash pact weighed

NEWTON — Public Works Department 
employees will vote Thursday on a new contract 





with the city that keeps trash collection in-house 
and offers 5 percent pay increases. 

Without a contract for 11 months, DPW 
workers held an illegal two-day strike last month, 
that caused residents’ trash to pile up and other 
city services to grind toa halt. 

Rank and file workers can accept or reject the 
new agreement reached between union and ad- 
ministration officers after the state ordered both 
parties back to the bargaining table in early 
February. 

“I’m hoping for ratification,’ said Daniel Mac- 
Claren, president of Local 800 of the American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal 
Employees (AFSCME) on Monday. Local 800 
represents over 350 city employees. 

Mayor Theodore Mann declined comment on 
the tentative agreement pending e upcoming

vote. 

Mann tried, but failed to receive aldermanic 
support to send trash collection out to bid for a 
private contractor. 

A few weeks ago, aldermen voted 17 to 7 in 
favor of keeping tr collection in house after 
months of heated debate and counter charges 
between aldermen and administration officials. 

Voicing their opinions in the latest city census, 
residents rated trash collection as the best ser- 
vice in Newton. Of those polled, 80 percent said it 
is the best city service, with fire protection com- 
ing in a close second. 

“The results of the survey underscore what I 
sensed from my own sampling of voters, that our 
own workers offer the city excellent service and 
people have confidence in them,” said Chairman 
of the Public Facilities Committee Alderman 
Richard McGrath. 

McGrath often led the fight to prevent trash 
collection from going to a private contractor. 

The negotiations have been going on for so long

that union leader MacClaren said he had to have 
time to “put it all into perspective’ before he 
would say if he was pleased about the tentative 
agreement. 

The agreement calls for a six-week trial period 
giving sanitation workers an opportunity to prove 
they can get the job done using fewer employees 
and still offer the city efficient service. 

From a work force of 45 workers, the union 
agreed to reduce the sanitation department to 27 
men, No employees will lose their jobs, but will 
be transferred to other city posts, said Mac- 
Claren. 

If the workers pass the six-week trial, they will 
continue in their jobs until July 1984, according to 
McGrath. 

Pay raises of 5 percent, retrocative to July 
1982, and another 5 percent in September 1983 are 
offered, said MacClaren. 

Aldermanic President Matthew Jefferson said 
he is ‘‘very happy’’ an agreement is near after 
such a long period of negotiations. 


Water-sewer audit 
delay could mean 
revenue shortfall 


NEWTON — The results of a long overdue 
audit of the Water and Sewer Department should 
be in a week from now, but that will be too late to 
avoid a possible $600,000 to $700,000 shortfall in 
the year’s receipts. 

City Comptroller Larry Marino said Monday 
that the beleaguered department could miss its 
$5.1 million target in the present city budget by 
almost 15 percent if it finishes up the year in the 
same ‘‘worst case” situation is now finds itself. 

At best, Marino said, the shortfall might only 
amount to $60,000 to $70,000. 

Water Commissioner Vern Porter documented 
the horror for the aldermanic Public Facilities 
last week. 

He said delays in getting bills out were the 
main reason why his department was not collec- 
ting the revenues predicted in this year's budget. 
He said all the meters in one section of the city 
were read in 18 days, and it took 190 days to get 
the bills out. 

Porter added that it used to take 90 days to get 
bills out under the old, completely manual 
system.

‘Nea r-death’ experience studied

AUBURNDALE - People often associate death 
with trauma and pain — except those who claim 
to have had a near-death experience. 


Several thousand people describe their near- 
death experiences as ‘‘inexpressible 
peacefulness,’’ during which they were 
separated from their bodies, experienced a world 
of indescribable beauty and perfection and from 
which they returned understanding the meaning 
of their lives 

“It's a very powerful experience that people 
talk about,”’ said Kenneth Ring, author of “Life 
at Death: A Scientific Investigation of the Near- 
Death Experience.” 

Speaking to about 60 people last week at Inter- 
face, Ring said he has never had such an ex- 
perience but has talked with hundreds of people 
who have. 

“What death looks like is not what it feels like 
to the person experiencing it,’' said Ring, of the 
University of Connecticut, a base for the Interna- 
tional Association for Near-Death Studies, Inc 
The group has documented thousands of near- 
death experiences, he said 

Feelings of ‘tremendous and inexpressable 
peacefulness’’ often accompany the experience. 
Ring said one woman tried to describe her near- 
death experience by telling him to ‘‘take the thou- 
sand best things that ever happened to you and 
multiply that by a million - that might describe 
it.” 

People say that, during near-death ex- 
periences, they were separated from their 
bodies. They looked down at themselves from the 
corner of a room, often a hospital room, as doc- 
tors and nurses tried frantically to save their 
lives. 

Even those who said they were previously fear- 
ful of death did not report being afraid while they 
witnessed their lifeless bodies, King said 

“They know it’s themselves resting there but 
they are no longer connected," he said

Seemingly unknown to others in the room, 
these people can watch and listen ‘‘with great 
clarity” to the events that are taking place. 
Later, they can accurately reconstruct the ac- 
tivities for physicians or hospital staff, he said 

Are these reports illusions, brought on perhaps 
by drugs? Or is it so unusual that these patients 
could accurately reconstruct the scene which 
they allegedly witnessed while separated from 
their bodies? Ring said a California physician at- 
tempted to find out by interviewing a number of 
cardiac patients who had not reported near-death 
experiences. The doctor asked them to 
reconstruct the events that occurred while they 
were in the hospital. Their reports were marked 
by inaccuracies, Ring said. Those who reported 











having a near-death experience described the 
events with ‘remarkable accuracy,"' according 
to Ring 

During the near-death experience, people also 
jreport being in a tunnel of darkness where there 
is a sense of motion around them 
The darkness seems to be a kind of transi- 
ftion,” Ring said. 

People are met at the end of the tunnel by an 
“infinite, golden and extremely beautiful light 
Some said they experienced a feeling of ‘perfect, 
non-human kind of love” as they were engulfed 
by the light 

“They want to merge with the light. It's like 
somehow you've always been there. You belong

Ticket scofflaws resting easy?

NEWTON - It will be months before the city can 
identify who owes what on parking tickets, ac 
cording to Richard Walsh of the Data Processing 
Department 

Walsh said last week the lack of adequate staff 
in his department was responsible for the 
backlog of tickets. He said he has recently decid- 
ed to transfer funds for temporary staff over to a 
contractual services account and farm out the 
work that needs to be done 

The information from all the parking tickets 
handed out since January 1982 has to be transfer 





red to tapes which can then be fed into the city’s 
computer, Walsh said. 

Police Captain John Bartinelli said he is pursu- 
ing parking ticket scofflaws whose errant ways 
go back to before January 1982 

“We are just about cleaned up on 81, and we are 
working on 1981, The work is being done on a 
piecemeal basis because of the lack of person- 
nel," he said 

People with tickets from 1980 had better get in 
here, because the fines will be doubled,”’ Bar- 
tinelli added. He is contemplating” going back 
as far as 1976 to root out scofflaws, but he admit 
ted that he is forced to approach the problem

Daley loses 
battle over 
development 
restrictions

NEWTON Alderman Paul K. Daley was left 
standing alone last week in his effort to win pro- 
tection from further development of the Combin 
ed Jewish Philanthropies 28-acre campus on Win- 
chester Street 

Two weeks ago, his colleagues unanimously ap- 
proved a proposal to build 100 units of subsidized 
housing for the elderly. Daley, at that time, in 
sisted the matter be reconsidered. Last Tuesday, 
the board rejected the reconsideration 

There were questions about the project and 
about future development of the CJP property 
which, Daley said, deserved to be answered 
before any final action was taken 

After weeks of meeting with the principals of 
the CJP proposal, Daley said his concerns about 
condominium conversion, property taxes and 
further development of the site were ‘‘not totally 
addressed, but reasonably addressed.” 

He said he wanted a letter from Ruth B. Fein, 
president of the CJP, made a part of the board’s 
order of two weeks ago. Daley said he received 
the letter, which outlines the CJP’s future inten- 
tions, around 4:30 that afternoon 

According to Fein’s letter, future development 
of the CJP campus is effectively restricted by a 
condition in the board’s order which stipulates 
that development shall not exceed 30 percent of 
the total land area. 

Fein further reminded the aldermen that any 
further development will, ‘‘to the extent provided 
in the zoning ordinance, be subject to further ap- 
plication to and approval by the Board of 
Aldermen.”’ 

Alderman Marcy Richmond joined with Daley, 
for a while, in an effort to restrict further 
development of the CJP campus. As ward alder- 
man for Ward 8, Richmond said she was concern- 
ed that high rise developments might soon 
overun the area around the Winchester Street 
campus. 

Last week Richmond said she would like to see 
the board pass a non-binding resolution stating 
that it would be “‘ill-advised”’ for the petitioner to 
come before the board for further development 
within the next five years. She said she thought it 
was important for the effect of the CJP housing 
development to be thoroughly assessed before 
any other moves were made. 

She described the CJP proposal as a case of 
“too much too soon, rather than too little too 
late.” 

When the vote came on whether or not to bring 
the matter before the board for reconsideration, 
Richmond, who could see that 12 other aldermen 
had already voted against Daley by the time the 
roll call got to her, voted against reconsideration. 

Alderman Rodney Barker rose right after 
Daley’s motion for reconsideration was defeated 
to suggest that Daley and Richmond could bring 
their resolutions before the board in the future. ‘‘T 
have a suggestion..,"’ Barker said innocently 
enough. 














“Alderman Barker, I have a suggestion for 
you..,"" a red-faced, upset Daley responded 
before he decided to let the matter rest. 


Further debate of the CJP proposal was effec- 
tively curtailed by a voice vote of the aldermen. 
When President Matthew Jefferson was 
challenged for accepting the voice vote as the end 
of debate, that challenge was defeated 13 to 6. 

Hiding his disappointment with the per- 
formance of his fellow aldermen, Daley said of 
the evening's proceedings, ‘It was a real ‘Smur- 
fy’ night.”"

4 departments see 
big state aid bonus

NEWTON A $600,000 surplus in 
state aid will be distributed among 
the Public Works, Building, Police 
and Recreation Departments, ac- 
cording to a recent letter from 
Mayor Theodore D. Mann to the 
aldermen 


The surplus is the result of the ci 
ty’s presuming it would lose $800,000 
in state aid and adjusting the city 
budget accordingly, Mann said 
With the actual loss approximating 
$200,000, the city is left with a 
$600,000 dividend which has not yet 
been assigned 

Mann recommended the surplus 
funds be used for financing 
critically needed improvements 
and maintenance projects.” 


Heads of departments looking for. 
ward to receiving their share of the 
funds appeared before the alder 
manic Public Facilities Committee 
Wednesday night to explain their re- 
quests 


Public Works Commissioner John 
Sulik has requested $200,000 for the 
construction of sidewalks and street 
repairs. He explained that $50,000 
would wipe out the costs of sidewalk 
construction, for which the city will 
be reimbursed by property owners 
and state funds. 





“Candidates for street 
reconstruction are being evaluated 
with Walnut, Valentine and Wood- 
ward appearing as high priorities,” 
Sulik said. 


The Building Department has re- 
quested $222,065 ‘‘to continue the 
practice of correcting various 
building maintenance projects in ci- 
ty buildings. 

The Recreation Department is 
asking for $94,000 to rehabilitate 
more than 22 tennis courts 
throughout the city. Commissioner 
Russell Halloran explained that 


some of the courts have been closed 
because they were in such poor con 
dition 


Police Chief William F, Quinn has 
requested $19,000 ‘‘to correct the in 
tolerable situation that exists in our 
juvenile/female detention area, and 
also the inadequate toilet facilities 
for female employees 


Quinn said his request, which he 
originally made last July, “in ne 
way eliminates the requirement for 
a complete renovation of our 50: 
year-old structure, but these limited 
requirements should not be delayed 
or put off any longer.” 


A large portion of Quinn’s re 
quest, $11,000, is for closed circuit 
t.v. monitors in the male cell blocks 





Quinn included a newspaper clip: 
ping with his request to bolster his 
contention that the closed circuit 
system should also include female 
cells. The clipping told of a woman 
who committed suicide in the Lynn 
Police Station while she was waiting 
for her children to bail her out on a 
drunk driving charge. 


“T am advised,’’ Quinn wrote ina 
letter to City Solicitor Dan Funk, 
“but not by good authority, that we 
cannot monitor the women’s cell 
block by closed circuit t.v."”’ 


He added that he could not 
understand why male and female 
clerks and police officers can 
monitor male cells but not female 
cells ‘‘in an effort to prevent serious 
injury or death to the prisoners, 














Quinn wrote Funk, ‘It just 
doesn’t make sense. Our female and 
male clerks, and female and male 
police officers, are all mature adult 
people employed by the City of 
Newton Police Department.”

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Facing eviction at the age of 93

WEST NEWTON — At the age of 93, Charlie Stuart enjoys a network of 
support services around West Newton Square the likes of which 
thousands of dollars and a host of governmental agencies could not 
match. 

Hé is liable to lose it all on March 3, when he goes to Newton District 
Cour't to explain why he should not be evicted from the house on Webster 
Street he has called home for almost 30 years. 

Ask anyone around the square if they know ‘Charlie.’ Many will say, 

‘Oh yeah. The old guy who's always out walking around with his dog.” 

The dog, “Tippy,” died last fall after 18 years as Stuart’s constant 
companion. Now, when Stuart shows you a picture of the dog, taken 
many years ago on a Plum Island beach, he smiles at it and pets the 
frame as if the picture were the dog 

The cops on the square all know him, and they are always on the 
lookout for his safety and welfare. 

He eats regularly at the Troubadour, on Elm Street, right around the 
corner from his home. George Setian, the owner, gives Stuart a good 
medl at a price he can easily afford. Mary Gudejko serves it to him like 
he isa member of her family 

“If he doesn’t show up for a day, we worry about him,” Setian said 

Charlie Stuart lives with several other single men in what was former- 
ly a rooming house on Webster Street. Vin Whalen, one of his 
housemates, does the housekeeping and keeps the place immaculate 

There is a nice camaraderie among the men. When Stuart ambles 
slowly in from the ice and snow, Whalen asks him if he has been out jogg- 
ing, Stuart gives another housemate a playful swat with his cap, grabs 
his arm and pretends to twist it up behind his back in a hammerlock. 
Every one laughs 

Kay Clancy rented the house on Webster Street for more than 40 years, 
and she sublet rooms to men like Stuart. Last fall, she died 

Right after her death, Whalen got an application for a new lease from 
the landlord. Before he could fill it out and send it back, an eviction 
notice arrived, according to Whalen 

After March 3, “you are a trespasser on the premises," the notice 
said 

The evictees do not know why they cannot geta lease. The evictors will 
not say. ‘I'm not going to defend the case now,” landlord Augustine 
Bombaci, of Medford, said when asked why Stuart was being evicted, 

He refused to sympathize with the old man’s plight 

“He's healthier than I am,” the former pediatrician said. ‘I'm the 
sick man, and I'm the only one working on that building. He’s out on the 
street every day, and, one of these days, he’s going to get hit.” 

Bombaci’s lawyers have also refused to discuss the reasons for 
Stuart’s eviction notice 

Stuart is hoping the court will find some way for him to keep his home. 
If not, his fate will be in the hands of Diana Patten, the outreach worker 
in the city’s Human Services Department. 

Stuart will not be out on the street if she has anything at all to say 
aboutit. 

Her committment to solving problems like Stuart's was proven last 
summer when she stepped in to find housing for elderly tenants who 
were displaced by the Druker Company’s commercial development in 
Newton Corner. There were many reasons why various governmental 
agencies designed to help people in need had their hands tied.

Editorials 


On reaching 100 


rhe recent passing of the talented and 
colorful Eubie Blake, just short of his 100th 
birthday, got us to thinking about how busy 
most people are these days trying to fit too 
many things into too short a day. 

Here, after all, was a man _ with 
thousands of songs to his credit and a 
legacy stretching almost a century. 

Coincidentally we stumbled across a col- 
lection of Sage (and contradictory) ad- 
vice from centenarians’’ on how to reach 
the age of 100. 

We just couldn’t resist relating some of 
the advice from ‘‘Life Lines,” the bulletin 
of the Committee for an Extended 
Lifespan. 

The advice? One centenarian said you 
must sleep 10 to 12 hours each day. 
Another said never sleep more than four 
hours a night. 

One oldster over the century mark said 
her secret rests in abstaining from alcohol. 
Naturally, another crusty centenarian 
recommended downing a pint of whiskey 
each day. 








Read the Bible, one declared. Read 
spicy detective stories, said another. 
Take steam baths, said one; a cold 


shower every day does the trick, said 
another. 

Yet another centenarian said the secret 
to long life is to ‘‘be at peace with yourself 
and all men.’’ Another old sage said the 
secret is to ‘‘be ornery. Have at least one 
good fight with somebody each day.”’ 

At least some of us can manage to cram 
those last two recommendations into one 
day each week. 


Pot with a purpose 


Newton State Rep. David Cohen has pro- 
posed legislation to legalize use of mari- 
juana by cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy treatments. 

The proposal, already accepted in 
almost half the states, would dictate that 
the state Dept. of Public Health set up ap- 
propriate safeguards and properly run the 
program. 

Cohen cites a growing body of research 
by such authorities as the Farber Cancer 
Institute in Boston in which some cases of 
the severe side affects of chemotherapy 
treatment have been lessened by mari- 
juana smoking. For some people, Cohen 
said, ‘‘Marijuana is so controversial that 
they find it hard to imagine it having a 
legitimate medical use. But it does.” 

We support this legislation with the 
understanding that the torment of 
chemotherapy, a necessary evil in many 
cases of cancer treatment, may be eased 
for many people. 

We agree strongly with Cohen when he 
said, ‘‘It would be a great tragedy to let the 
solution slip through our hands.”’

Keeping house with Rev. Jerry

You could have knocked me over with a feather 
last week when the envelope came from the 
Moral Majority’s office in Lynchburg, Va. 

For the second year in a row none of my friends 
finished in the top 10 in the Good Housekeeping 
magazine ‘Most Admired Men Poll,”

the Moral Majority, the Reverend Jerry Falwell 
was beaming out from the pag cond in the top

Billy Graham, looking stern-faced and proper, 
tallied enough votes from GH magazine readers 
to finish in third place; Pope John Paul II was 
fourth; and Alan Alda, the cuddly cut-up from 
“M.A.S.H.” was fifth. 

A quick analysis of the top five showed the 
clergy leading with three spots, polities and 
television one each, Or does Ronald Reagan 
count in the television column? 

Following close on Alda’s heels in number 6 
was good old Bob Hope; Prince Charlie ranked 
number 7; Norman Vincent Peale finished in 
eighth; violinist Itzhak Perlman was ninth; and 
bubbly Phil ‘‘What-do-you-do-when-you-find-out- 
the-milkman-is-gay”’ Donahue rounded out the 
top 10. 

This is serious business. Ron Reagan, 
“repeating his stellar performance of last year,” 
according to Good Housekeeping, at the head of 
the list. And the Rev. Falwell in the number 2 
spot. 

Bob Redford finished 17th; Dick Nixon, 19th; 
and actor Tom ‘‘Magnum P.I."’ Selleck came in 
23 on a precedent-setting write-in vote.

Clarifies points 
in recent story 
about abortion 


To the editor; 

I would like to clarify several points in the arti- 
cle entitled “Abortion rights battle’ (Graphic, 
Feb, 23), 

The constitutional amendment, as passed by 
the legislature, states, ‘The General Court may 
regulate or prohibit abortion and may regulate or 
prohibit private or public funding of abortion or 
the provision of services or facilities therfor.”’ 

As this language clearly indicates, the implica- 
tions of the amendment are much farther 
reaching than simply restricting public funding 
for abortions 

Should the federal Constitution be amended 
(and anti-abortion amendments are indeed pen- 
ding before Congress) or should the United States 
Supreme Court overturn previous decisions pro- 
tecting reproductive freedom, Massachusetts 
could move immediately - after pi ge of the 
state amendment in 1984 to outlaw all abortions. 

Equally as important is the fact that regardless 
of any federal action or inaction, passage of the 
amendment would leave Massachusetts citizens 
with no recourse in state courts against any of the 
myriad of restrictions which could be placed on 
the provision of abortion services 

The issue of public funding for abortions and 
poor women’s access to abortions is of course a 
ve mportant one. 

To imply that the constitutional amendment 
would only affect public funding, as 
Massachusetts Citizens for Life would have one 
believe, does a grave disservice to the people to 
whom I rred in my quote the majority of 
Massachusetts citizens who believe that the deci- 
sion to have or not have an abortion is a private 
one,

Finally, there is a sense of ‘‘a 
presence,” with which there is “telepathic 
munication 

Communication is crystal clear at this 
stage," Ring said. The person having the ex 
perience is asked whether he or she wants to 

‘stay or go back."’ Initially people want to stay 
but they choose to return, sometimes apprehen- 
sively, when they realize that there is ‘‘work”’ to 
be done or husbands, wives, children or other lov- 
ed ones to care for 

Ring said it was sometimes agony for people to 
stay alive, especially for those who had been suf- 
fering with a long-term illness 
Ring said people typically report there was a 
“me: e’’ and that people learn there are 
reasons for them to go on living. e their 
lives pass before them and sometimes get a look 
into their futur 

‘You certainl » a message by time it’s 
over,”’ said E Stoia, a 49-year-old Chestnut 
Hill resident. Stoia spoke briefly about her near- 
death experience 10 years ago. 

Stoia, who has suffered for many years with 
stomach ulcers, said she chose not to die because 
her children, husband and an ill sister needed 
her. Stoia said she decided to live even though she 
previewed some of her future “which didn't look 
very good."” 

A film entitled ‘Business with God," which 
featured conversations with two women who 
discussed their near-death experiences, was also 
presented. 

Ring said only a small percentage of those who 
come close to death report having a NDE. No one 
claims to know for certain why thousands of peo- 
ple claim to have near-death experiences while 
others who have come ; lose to death have no such 
recollections. But Ring surmises that the 
“messa ‘ have something to do with it. He 
said hy inks people with near-death ex 
periences need to know that there is a meaning 
for or purpose to their lives. 

Ring once queried a colleague, who is resear- 
ching the subject, about why only a small percen- 
tage of people have the r -death experience. 
The physician responded, ‘‘Ken, I haven't got a 
clue.””

Photos portray 
life of Jews in 
Soviet Union 


BROOKLINE — ‘Portraits in Exile: Jewish 
Life in the Soviet Union,”’ featuring photographer 
Richard Sobol’s renderings of the family of 
Anatoly Shcharansky, Jessica Katz, numerous 
“refuseniks,'’ and studies of synagogue life will 
open Sunday, March 20 at 3:00 p.m, at Hebrew 
College in Brookline. 

Sobol, whose works are syndicated world-wide 
by Sipa-Black Star, one of the largest interna- 
tional photo agencies, spent 10 weeks in the 
Soviet Union on three occasions photographing 
various modes of Jewish life 

In addition to the family of Shcharansky, who 
has been confined to Chistopo! Prison in the Urals 
since 1980, the exhibit will include pictures of 
synagogue life in the Soviet Union, Another mov- 
ing study is the portrait of a Communist Party - 
decorated soldier who was ultimately stripped of 
his World War II medals for refusing to stop his 
son's ‘Jewish activities,"’ 

That Sobol's pictures came safely out of the 
Soviet Union is itself a ‘minor miracle,’ ac- 
cording to Sobo!’s recount. On advice of friends 
and journalists in the U.S.S.R. and partly 
because he has been followed by KGB agents, he 
decided not to run the risk of removing his rolls of 
film from the country 

Six months later, however, the film appeared 
in the office of a US congressman in 
Washington, thanks to the Herculean efforts of a 
number of “refuseniks'’ who spirited it out of 
Russia 

Sobol, who is currently collaborating on a book 
with Elie Wiesel, has traveled extensively 
through Europe and the Mideast and has worked 
on assignments for Time, Newsweek, People, 
Playboy and Paris Match magazines 

The Sobol exhibit, which is open Sundays 
through Thursdays through May 4, will overlap 
with Hebrew College's Jack and Helena Gordon 
Arts Festival, which opens Sunday, April 24, and 
features as its theme “Russian Jewish Artists.”

BOSTON — Legislation sponsored by Rep. 
David B. Cohen (D-Newton) to allow use of mari 
juana in treating cancer patients undergoing 
chemotherapy recently received a favorable 
report from the Legislative Committee on Health 
Care 

Among other persons testifying in support of 
the measure at a recent public hearing were < 
Harvard Medical School professor and a clir 
pharmacologist who have conducted s 
studies on the subject at the Farber Cancer In- 
stitute 

In urging passage of the legislation, the Newton 
lawmaker said, ‘It is unusual that the 
Legislature is presented with an issue which im- 
pacts so directly upon who will live and who will 
die. But that’s what is at stake in your considera- 
tion of the issue. 

Marijuana id THC, the active ingredient in 
marijuana, effective in treating the extreme- 
ly painful side-effects of cancer chemotherapy 
The Department of Public Health, in conjunction 
with appropriate federal agencies, would set up 
any safeguards it deemed necessary to properly 
institute a program. 

“This is a carefully thought out proposal, back- 
ed by a growing body of experimental data, much 
of which has been developed here in Boston at the 
Farber Cancer Institute,’’ Cohen said in a press 
release on the issue. ‘‘Due to modern 
many forms of cancer, which were once fé 
now treatable through the use of chemotherapy. 
But the treatment is not without its costs. It can 
inflict a terrible toll upon individuals who 
undergo it."

said, Many others suffer terribly, he added 

Marijuana alleviates those symptoms better 
than anything else medical science has yet to 
come up with. In one study, 80 percent of those 
treated reported a reduction in nausea after us- 
ing marijuana or THC, Cohen said in a press 
release. 

I suppose that my job in convincing people to 
support this bill would be much easier it it were 
aspirin or cough medicine that turned out to be 
the great cancer fighter,” he said. “Because for 
some, marijuana is so controversial that they 
find it hard to imagine it having a legitimate 
medical use. But it does. 

“There are many substances which when used 
in one fashion can benefit society, but when used 
in another can cause great suffering,’ the 
Newton Democrat said. ‘‘Radiation is one. Mor- 
phine is another. In the right hands it can relieve 
pain in sick and dying patients. In the wrong 
hands it can lead to addiction and ruin lives, 
Marijuana is like that. When used in a medical 
context it enables seriously ill cancer patients to 
undergo life saving chemotherapy. When used in 
a street setting it is enormously controversial.” 

“The most rewarding part of this issue is know- 
ing that there are those who are alive today 
because they were able to use THC in their 
chemotherapy,’ Cohen said. The most tragic 
part of the issue is knowing that there are those 
cancer patients who have died because they were 
unaware or unable to obtain it. The most 
frustrating part is knowing that a legislative solu- 
tion is within our grasp. It would be a great 
tragedy to let the solution slip through our

NEWTON Money to pay for employee 
health insurance is in short supply, but the 
aldermen appropriated $500,000 to fund the city 
and to prevent employees’ claims from being 
sent back to them 

“Tf it's a runaway situation we ought to know 
why,"’ said Alderman Richard Bullwinkle on 
Tuesday, addressing the problem of the city’s 
Blue Cross and Blue Shield insurance account be 
ing exhausted by a large number of employee 
claims 

The School Department and the city were infus- 
ed with $250,000 each to fund rising employee 
claims and increase otherwise the in- 
surance company would not honor bills submit 
ted to them, according to Alderman Paul Coletti 

The request for additional money fueled a short 
debate addressing the question of whether more 
affordable health insurance programs are 
available to the city 

Other plans restrict where an employee can 
go for services, but we are aware of what's 
available and it’s certainly cheaper,” said Colet 
ti 

This year $2.5 million was appropriated to pay 
for health insurance premiums, but from 
November to January claims have run higher 
than planned at about $300,000 a month, ac 
cording to Coletti 

Higher rates ‘charged by the insurance com- 
pany to the city account for part of the cash short 
fall, according to Coletti 

Bullwinkle said he wants a cost analysis of the 
insurance accounts, because ‘a half million 
dollars is a lot of money,"’

“You have to have a guy who can 
be elected,’ Nofziger said 

Nofziger, confident that Reagan 
will run again, said, ‘‘He’s not the 
kind of man to leave a job half 
finished.”” 

Nofziger described a president's 
relationship to Congress as one of 
‘rewards and punishments,” and 
said, “If they (Congress) know 
you're leaving in two years, there is 
nothing to punish them for.”’

In order to be successful in the 
next election the Republicans 
should take a ‘‘grassroots’” ap- 
proach to politics, Nofziger said. 
They need to ‘‘go door to door and 
meet with people’ rather than de- 
pend on elaborate campaigns to win 
elections, he said 

‘The Republicans lost in ‘82 
because they forgot that. That's 
where we've got to go. As we head 
into 1984 we have to keep (the 
grassroots approach) in mind,” 
Nofziger said. 

Nofziger, who has known Reagan 
for 18 years, was applauded several 
times throughout his speech, during 
which he spoke with reverence 
about the president, describing him 
as “too nice a man’’ who “doesn’t 
get mad soon enough."’ Reagan is 
“reasserting his leadership,” he 
said 

Nofziger’s speech was marked by 
jabs at certain Democratic leaders, 
Congress (‘‘We have enough laws 
I'd be content if Congress just pass- 
ed the budget and went home.) and 
the Washington Post (‘‘my favorite 
whipping boy‘). 

Nofziger, sporting a ‘Mickey

The bus currently picks up students at Brown 
at 5:15 p.m. and then arrives at South at 5:25 p.m 

Cornelius has devised a plan whereby the 
School Department will be able to provide buses 
to all secondary schools for the remainder of this 
year and for next year with no additional cost to 
the system 

Under the current contract with Com 
monwealth Coach, the Newton schools have 22 
buses in their fleet which are available for up to

Paper wins state ruling over 
release of some police records 





NEWTON — The Secretary of State has ruled 
in favor of a local tabloid publishing company 
and determined that police records requested by 
the company are public information 

Tabloid Newspaper Publishers Inc., which 
publishes the Tab, had filed suit against Newton 
Police Chief William Quinn charging he violated 
the Freedom of Information Act by refusing to 
give the company specific crime data. The 
newspaper had requested statistics for specific 
areas in Newton anda listing of stolen goods 

The suit was filed last month in Middlesex 
Superior Court against Quinn and the city of 
Newton 

In a four-page letter from Supervisor of Public 
Records James W. Igoe the attorney general's of- 
fice will be notified if the city does not make the 
information public 

Newton City Solicitor Daniel Funk said the city 
disagrees with the finding and is working or 
settlement with the company. Funk said the Tab 
requested crime statistics according to police 
patrol as. Funk said Chief Quinn refused to 
release the information because it would hinder 
crime prevention 

The city is offering the tabloid crime statistics 
for each village in Newton, rather than patrol 
areas, and a list of stolen goods which does not 
reveal from where the goods were stolen, Funk 
said. 

The deputy secretary’s letter states that in- 
formation is exempt from the laws governing 
public information if it should “prejudice the 
possibility of effective law enforcement.” 

The letter said Newton police monthly com- 
puter printouts ‘‘are not a confidential in- 
vestigalive technique. Instead they can be 
characterized as a statistical measure designed 
for administrative convenience.”

a, who said he was pleased with the deci- 
sion, said the company wants crime statistics for 
each village in order to print a crime map similar 
to one it published detailing crime activity in 
Cambridge. Cambridge police gave the publica- 
tion individual crime statistics for Harvard 
Square, Central Square and East Cambridge. 

Chief Quinn said the department compiles 
crime data according to patrol areas, not by 
village, and refused to compile village statistics 
for the publication 

Quinn id mapping crime 
villages is useless to the police 

“It means nothing to us. The computers could 
do it but it doesn't mean anything,”’ Quinn stated 

Gralla said the company is seeking the data 
“because it's public information.” 

“Citizens have the right to know that informa- 
tion, The law is designed so that citizens have the 
right to that information,” Gralla said. 

Quinn said the department ‘“‘has nothing to 
hide."’ Daily police activity is listed in log and 
available to the public in the main lobby of police 
headquarters in West Newton Square, he said. 

The log lists only the nature and location of 
police activity. However the police journal, a 
separate computer printout, details crime activi- 
ty. 

Police officials each day supply a News 
Tribune and Newton Graphic reporter with in- 
formation from the journal. 

Gralla said the Tab does not have the man- 
power to send a reporter to police headquarters 
each day or the space to publish a log of police ac- 
tivity.

Committee tackles issue 


of school lice

NEWTON — Some parents may remember the 
days when kids with head lice had their heads 
shaved and doused with kerosene to kill the ir- 
ritating pests. 

While that is no longer the recommended treat- 
ment, a committee of city officials and parents 
are finding a host of obstacles to ridding Newton 
elementary schools of the problem. 

Problems include parents who feel lice are a 





prevention 


stigma and are ashamed to report a case to 
parents who view lice and their eggs or nits as a 
mere nuisance and are unaware of how easily 
lice spread. 

According to several parents and Newton 
Health Commissioner Bernice Joyal, reported 
cases of head lice among Newton youngsters has 
increased dramatically this year. 

Joyal said 382 cases were reported during all of 
last year, while 297 cases were reported in just 
the first half of the current school year. 

The committee chaired by Ald. thia Creem 
met for the first time Wednesday night at Newton 
City Hall. The impetus for forming the commit- 
tee came largely from a group of Oak Hill 
Elementary parents who formed an organization 
called Parents Against Lice (PAL). 

PAL estimates there may be as many as 1,600 
eases a year in Newton among elementary 
children, their parents and siblings. 

PAL is especially concerned about frequent use 
of chemical treatments to kill head lice. The 
treatments, which come in both over-the-counter 
pre] ations and as prescriptions, contain a 
pesticide, lindane, which PAL founders warn 
should be used with extreme caution. 

After testimony from PAL’s Debbie Altschuler 
and Leslie Kennev hefore the Aldermanic Human 
Service Committee, the subcommittee was 
established to explore solutions. 

Members include Joyal, Joan York of the 
Health Department, Carol Stapleton of the 
Recreation Department, John Romanowski, a 
pharmacist and member of the 
Needham Chamber of Commerce, Ald. C 
Shea, and Rhonda Housman, a parent. 

Altschuler and Kenney are o members of the 
subcommittee. Both the School Commitee 
representative James Mnookin and a represen- 
tative from the PTA Council missed the first 
meeting 

In its first meeting, the committee decided to 
investigate reinstituting the school policy of four 
years 0; keep kids out of school until there are 
no longer any eggs or nits visible on a child's 
scalp 

Altschuler favored this approach, but Commis- 
sioner Joyal warned of a ‘parent uprising."’ 

While such a policy may seem a reasonable 
part of an all-out war on head lice, Creem recall- 
ed ‘‘many irate" parents over just such a policy 
four and five years ago when the lice problem 
was rampant in the schools 

The current policy in Newton is to send 
children home when live eggs or lice are found 
and to allow them to return once they have been 
treated with a lindane preparation. The problem 
however, is that the even if they are dead, 
will still be on a child’s scalp if they are not 
carefully combed out by parents 

While both Joyal and PAL representatives 
Altschuler and Kenney feel live eggs sometimes 
remain after treatment. Follow-up to see if live 
eggs remain is crucial, Kenney said, but is often 
not done properly in the schools 

Joyal said she would advocate the policy of 
keeping kids out of school until all eggs are gone 
if PTA’s and the School Committee would support 
it

No nukes; no regrets 


Grandmother faces court date

NEWTON CENTRE Jean Holladay of 
Newton said she was like most people before 
she became a nuclear disarmament activist 
two years ago 

“Like most people, I hadn’t paid attention,” 
said Holladay, 53, who last November was ar- 
rested and charged in connection with a blood- 
pouring, hammer-wielding protest at the Tri- 
dent missile construction site in Connecticut 

Holladay, wife of The Rev. William Holla- 
day, a teacher at the Andover-Newton 
Theological Seminary in Newton Centre, said 
the turning point came when she traveled to 
Connecticut to watch the launching of a Tri 
dent missile, 

“Tt was powerful to watch it go out - much 
different from seeing it in a book,” said Holla- 
day, a Newton resident for 11 years. 

Last November Holladay and five others 


entered the Electric Boat shipyard in Groton, 
t., in the early morning to wield hammers 
and pour blood down a Trident submarine 
missile hatch

BOSTON — The state treasurer last week 
released the names of 42,000 Massachusetts 
residents, including over 1100 names in this area 
who are due more than $17 million in abandoned 
accounts. 

Under the state’s unclaimed money law bank 
accounts, insurance proceeds, uncashed gift cer- 
tificates, payroll checks, customer over- 
payments and the like that have gone untouched 
for at least five years are deemed to be abandon- 
ed. All such accounts are to be reported to the 
State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, who then tries 
to locate the people named on the accounts. 

Last year, Crane returned more than $18 
million of the $35 million in reported abandoned 
accounts to the rightful owners or legal heirs. 

Crane said ‘‘We have had to assume the role 
that rightfully belongs to banks, insurance com- 
panies and other institutions. It is apparent that 
less than a sincere effort is being made by some 
of these institutions to find the awners.

Novel idea 
not a dream

NEWTON — Irish immigrants who found their 
destiny in America by way of Prince Edward 
Island furnish the elements for a sweeping sage 
of three generations in the just-published novel of 
Newton native James F. Murphy Jr. 

“They Were Dreamers” follows the adventures 
of the McMahons who struggled to establish the 
life and identity for themselves in the turbulence 
of the 19th century. 

The Murphy book is a sequel to ‘‘The Mill,” in 
which the writer, a lecturer and avid student of 
Irish history used the city of Lowell as the pro- 
totype environment for the efforts of first genera- 
tion settlers to survive in a factory town. 

Born in 1932, Jim Murphy graduated from Our 
Lady's High School. He received a bachelor’s 
degree in English from Boston College, a masters 
in education from Framingham State University 
and a master in arts in English literature from 
Northeastern. 

Murphy also studied at Yeats Poetry School in 
Sligo, Ireland, and has taken courses at King’s 
College in Aberdeen, Scotland. He lived in 
Scotland from 1965-66 and in Ireland for long 
periods of time from 1959 to 1980, In addition, he 
has made many trips to Canada, especially 
Prince Edward Island and as a result, brings 
firsthand knowledge to ‘‘They Were Dreamers.”

Honest man 
a real gem 


WEST NEWTON — When 16- 
year-old Yeh Weijan found a bag 
brimming with gold necklaces and 
diamonds on a bus last week there 
was no question about what should 
be done. 

As he said after turning the bag 
filled with some $35,000 worth of 
jewelry over to police, his parents 
had taught him to be honest. 

Weijan, of Auburndale, refused a 
reward from the jewelry repairman 
who lost the gems because the 
jewelry did not belong to him. 

“If I wanted a reward, I would 
have kept the whole bag,” Weijan 
said, 

The teenager was traveling on an 
MBTA bus at 5 p.m., heading east 
on Washington Street, when he 
noticed a cloth bag resting on a 
nearby seat. Out of curiosity Weijan 
picked up the bag thinking that it 
contained food. He was surprised to 
find it was full of gold necklaces, 
diamonds and a $3,000 watch, 

“It seemed so expensive,’’ said 
Weijan, a Newton North High 
School sophomore. 

Weijan got off the bus in West 
Newton Square and approached 
Newton Police Patrolman George 
Borey who was directing traffic in 
the square. Police soon traced the 
gems to Caruso’s Jewelers in Brain- 
tree and contacted owner Paul 
Caruso, 

Caruso said a Newton man, whose 
identity he declined to reveal, was 
taking the jewelry to his home for 

Caruso said that when 

alled him Friday, he had not 

known the repairman had lost the 
jewels. 

“I didn't have time to get ner- 
vous,"’ Caruso said. 

Weijan said the Newton man who

Mayor criticized on ‘vacation’ timing

Chairperson Nancy Mann sharply 
criticized the timing of Mayor 
Theodore Mann’s ‘‘vacation’’ in 
Taiwan ‘irresponsible”’ in light 
of his statements to her that he in- 
tends to cut the school budget. 

The mayor is off to Taiwan as 
part of a delegation of eight U.S. 
mayors selected for a 10-day mis- 
sion. In an interview before leaving, 
Mann said he hoped to encourage 
trade between Taiwan and Newton 
as well as study how municipal 
government operates in the eastern 
country. 

The mayor said his trip will be ex- 
tended to nearly three weeks for a 
vacation with his wife. 

The extension means he will miss 
the public hearing on the proposed 
$40.5 million school budget, the

Chairperson Mann lashed out at 
the mayor for choosing this time to 
take a vacation and miss the hear- 
ing and votes 

“T am very upset about that,’’ she

day’s meeting, she complained 

As an ex-officio member of the 
School Committee, the mayor has 
participated in previous years in 
school budget votes and normally 
has a representative at budget 
meetings in his absence.

The School Committee Chairper- 
son said she reads ‘‘significant sup- 
port” from the committee to ap- 
prove new spending for programs 
and improvements proposed by 
Strand. 

The mayor cannot “hold to that 
arbitrary (target) figure’’ if he is 
away from deliberations on the pro- 
posed budget increases, she said.

Mann. 


A streamlined Sanitation Depart 
ment would be allowed to prove 
itself during a six-week trial and 
then the city would determine if jt 
wanted to continue the service. 


The next step in the negotiations 
calls for a “fact-finding” process 
which allows each side to present 
evidence that supports its current 
position 


MacClaren said he expects thi 
process to go smoothly.

Holladay conceded the November incident at 
the Trident site an unusual protest method, 
in that they wielded hammers and poured blood 
down the missile, but she claims the methods 
bore Biblical significance 

“Tt was Biblical. It wasn't vandalism,” 
id, referring to the book of Isaiah. 

“He will wield authority over the nations and 
adjudicate between many peoples; These will 
hammer their swords into plowshares, their 
spares into sickles. Nation will not lift sword 
against nation, there will be no war training for 
war."’ 

Recalling the day she watched the Trident 
launching Holladay said, “If we weren't there 
when it went out, they would have assumed it was 
going out with the approval of the citizenry.” 

Holladay, who preaches at the Eliot Church in 
been jailed twice in connection with 
other disarmament protests. She was once jailed 
for several days after a Vietnam War protest. 
She said she faces a charge of civil disobedience 
in the state Supreme Court for passing out disar- 
mament material last year at the Draper Com- 
pany in Cambridge. 

The possibility of being arrested and jailed 
again will not stop Holladay from participating in 
future protests, she said. Last Tuesday Holladay 
was to have protested at the AVCO company 
sight in Wilmington which could receive an MX 
missile contract 

Holladay lives with her husband on the 
seminary campus and devotes much of her time 
to planning and participating in ‘vigils’? at 
missile-design and construction sights. The vigils 
include prayer readings and leafleting, she said. 

It is significant, Holladay said, that vigils are 
held on religious holy days, such as Good Friday, 
and on the anniversaries marking the days 
bombs were dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
“‘to make the connection between the holocaust 
that could come from the nuclear devastation, 
which would involve the deaths of so many.” She 
said one Trident missile is equivalent to ‘2,040 
Hiroshimas."” 

Holladay said she and other disarmament ac- 
tivists are planning a vigil on Good Friday at the 
Draper Labs. 

“T do it as a matter of faith. As God’s children, 
we can’t make nuclear weapons,” she said, ‘‘I 
think it’s a scandal. We have 40,000 children who 
die every year from malnutrition and all we do is 
buy more weapons.”” 

A former nurse at Human Resourse Institute, a 
psychiatric hospital in Brookline, Holladay said 
she also had worked with a religious group 
among the poor in South America, 

Holladay now works with a number of disarma- 
ment groups including Newton Action for 
Nuclear Disarmament and Ailanthus, a Boston- 
based group. She said she expected to leave for 
Connecticut last Thursday to ‘‘make connec- 
tions” there with other activist organizations and 
plan other vigils. 

“T would say in numbers the vigils are growing. 
People are attending even during cold weather,” 
she said. 

Holladay, who said she would be ‘‘delighted”’ 
by a weapons freeze, is not involved with govern- 
ment lobbying or protests in the Capitol. But she 
favors those methods because, “I think we need 
to do every possible thing.” 

“I’m more involved with vigiling at weapon 
sites,"’ Holladay said, adding that, ‘‘They’re con- 
tinuing to build Tridents, The ‘Ohio’ is fully arm- 
ed at sea.

Eviction compromise reached 


NEWTON — A balance was struck between 
what is legal and what is humane in Newton 
District Court Thursday and four men who faced 
eviction from their Webster Street home can st 
until the summer. 

Judge Monte G. Basbas told the landlord’s at- 
torney, Robert Blumsack, that he had a right to 
put the men on the street for missing rent 
payments and living without a lease. 

He also said, ‘It would be a very coldhearted 
guy who would do that. We still have some winter 
months ahead of us.”’ 

The landlord contended Vin Whalen and 93- 
year-old Charlie Stuart, who, between them, 
have lived at 60 Webster St. for more than 44 
years, were ‘‘trespassers on the property.’’ The 
woman who sublet rooms for 40 years to the pre- 
sent tenants died last fall. According to the 
landlord, her death terminated the lease.

Senate rule reform 
is long overdue 


The state legislature’s Special Commit- 
tee on Senate Rules Reform is currently 
pondering rules changes which would 
guarantee that certain public business 
sees the light of day. 

Senator Jack Backman, a Democrat 
who represents Newton and Brookline, 
testified in favor of the legislation last 
week, saying the rules overhaul would 
“restore democracy, accountability and 
public trust”’ in the state Senate. 

The need for such rules changes could 
not be more paramount. Among the 
measures Backman and others have ad- 
vocated are the election of Senate minority 
and tnajority leaders and committee 
chairman by secret ballot (to eliminate the 
potential for pressure from above before a 
roll call), fixed budgets on all Senate staffs 
and an end to the late night sessions for 
which the state Senate and Bully Bulger 
have become famous. 

This is certainly not the first time such 
rules changes have been proposed. But as 
Backman noted, ‘‘One of the most impor- 
tant debates of the last session, the discus- 
sion of capital punishment, took place 
after midnight.” 

We have all read too often the tales of 
legislative abuse and secrecy. The time 
has core to open up the process. We trust 
we will not have to advocate the same 
thing this time next year.

The final draft of an audit of Assessing 
Department practices obtained last week 
indicates at least a few things that a lot of 
Newton taxpayers already knew. 

The report, paid for by the city, cited 
clerical errors, lack of management direc- 
tion and poor communication between the 
assessors and other City Hall offices. 

This revaluation situation has left a bad 
taste in many homeowners’ mouths and 
they deserve better service for their tax 
dollars. The assessors must put things in 
order and the mayor and Board of 
Aldermen should give them the funds, the 
staff and the support to make things 
straight. 

Chief Assessor Robert Palmer has been 
taking the heat for over a year during the 
revaluation fiasco. With the process set to 
be done again this year it is time to get 
things rolling smoothly at long last.

sulator and fire retardant material asbestos was 
sprayed around steel beams through the struc- 
ture. 

The commissioners’ problems with asbestos 
may not be over, however, since they were 
notified of a potential problem with the material 
in the Middlesex County Hospital. The commis- 
sion plans to seek proposals from experts in the 
field to determine if there are any health hazards 
posed by the asbestos presence

We took a rental at 250 Hammond Pond 
where we were promised ‘‘no condos for 1 
years.” 

You are familiar with what happened there, | 
less than two years, the change took place. Mr 
reedman now gone, I looked for a place to live 
Feeling fortunate because of a long standin 
friendship with the owners and a promise that 
“under no circumstances would our Wyco rental 
go condo for many years," I rented one of the 
apartments available at 86 Boylston St., Chestnut 
Hill. 

Now the repetitive situation has appeared 
Within two years of residence, I find the ney 
owners going condo. 

The new owners are particularly money greed) 
and are asking $90,000 up for old buildings all in 
need of multiple repair, out of door parking which 
is particularly unpleasant for two reasons — our 
winter weather and complete lack of any securi 
ty 

There is only one bathroom even in two 
bedroom units — the bathroom is very small 
about six feet by six feet, badly planned with in 
adequate space, 

The doors, walls, ceilings all need work. The 
negatives values are numerous — no air condi- 
tioning — no lobbies — meeting rooms — saune: 
— exercise room — swimming pools or tennis 
courts and no security 

For these old units the asking price for condo 
conversions is dramatically out of line. Now if we 
do not wish to convert, these ghouls threaten to 
raise our rents an obscene 35 percent! 

Why cannot Newton be as progressive as Cam 
bridge and Brookline in protecting tenants from 
such greed? 

And I ask why cannot Newton contribute in 
some way in making the few years left to us more 
pleasant and less traumatic?

goes before Congress, with anti-nuke represen 
tatives from Newton and surrounding com- 
munities heading to Washington to lobby for the 
freeze. 

Yet Tuvim terms one of the most outspoken 
freeze backers, Dr. Helen Caldicott of Newton, 
emotional and even “‘hysterical”’ in her opposi- 
tion to nuclear arms.:Tuvim has debated 
Caldicott on several occasions. 

Tuvim, graduated at the top of his class in 
mechanical engineering but because he is a Jew, 
he was sent by the committee in charge of job 
placement to a small town in the middle of 
Russia. For the first time, he said, he experienc- 
ed discrimination in a career-shaking way. 

When Nikita Khrushchev came to power after 
the Stalin era, Soviet authorities relaxed ‘their 
grip on the people and Tuvim took advantage of 
the change to take a job in Moscow.

NEWTON With the stock market setting records almost daily, 
residents may want a local investment tip that promises a 30 percent return 
on their money 

Heating up local interest was the unveiling last week of a citywide atti 
insulation program, the first in the state, to cut the cost of installation to the 
homeowner nearly in half, according to Newton Commission on Energy 
Chairman Robert Sandman 


“Why conserve now, as long as we have the happy days of OPEC in disar- 
Tay you may ask," Mary Beth Bentleman of the state's energy office asked. 

Conservatin is better than money in the bank, offering a 30 percent return 
on investment, she told a group of city officials and reporters. 

A team effort of Newton citizens and businesses launched the first attic 
insulation progrm in the Commonwealth. The program is administered by 
Mass-Save and the Newton Housewarming group. Boston Edison plans to 
offer 15 percent rebates, up to $120, on the cost of installing attic insulation 
in Waltham and Newton, said Paul Shea, assistant manager of energy ser- 
vices.at Boston Edison 

Participants in the team effort, besides the city and Edison, include 
Boston Gas, State Rep, David Cohen, Senator Paul Tsongas and numerous 
church and citizen groups 

The program is open to all Newton homeowners who file an application 
by March 31, according to Muriel Hurovitz of Newton Housewarming 

Hurovitz said she believes at least 50 percent of the city's homes have six 
or more inches of attic insulation, Her goal, she said in the City Hail press 
conference last week, is to bring the other 50 percent up to the same energy 
saving standards, 

“We are morally obligated to all homeowners who meet the March 31 
deadline even if we run out of funding,’’ she said. She would not give the 
total budget available to the group 

Mayor Theodore Mann told the group Newton would not be trapped by the 
false sense of security by current low oil prices 

State Rep. Cohen noted the finite nature of oil, adding that every step 
should be taken to “‘save the precious commodity.” 

As a former alderman Cohen was credited with setting up many of 
Newton's energy-conservation programs. A statement by Sen. Tsengas 
noted Newton's effort and said it will serve as a model of what can be done

The problem stems from the 
state's lack of a provision for licens- 
ing hospices in the first place, ac- 
cording to Gerstenlauer. She said a 
hospice comes closest to a ‘special 
hospital” in the eyes of the state. 

While several other states have 
conceived licensing procedures 
especially tailored for hospices, 
Gerstenlauer guessed that 
Massachusetts would not see such 
legislation for another 18 months. 

Her request that the Board of 
Aldermen submit a home-rule peti- 
tion to the state Legislature will be 
taken up at a meeting of the full 
board tonight. She said she would 
like to get the petition into the 
Legislature in time to be considered 
by a working committee on health 
care which begins on April 4 

In a letter to Alderman Rodney 
Barker, chairman of the Human 
Services Committee, Gerstenlauer 
said that all other phases of the 


hospice project are ‘doing well.” 

She said that 27 associates of the 
hospice, working on a capital fund- 
raising effort, have elicited approx- 
imately $30,000 in private donations 
and $40,000 in grants. She added 
that the hospice has an additional 
$665,000 in grants pending. 

“The banks have reviewed our 
mortgage proposal and are both 
very impressed and willing to help 
out,” she said. “Everything ap- 
pears to be ‘go’ at this time, but 
everything also hinges on the 
passage of this legislation." 

Grstenlauer also pointed out that 
a federal Hospice Medicare Reim- 
bursement Act, recently signed into 
law and effective as of this coming 
November, will make terminal-care 
benefits available to all persons 
over the age of 65. 

He estimated that the Hospice of 
the Good Shepherd might open its 
doors in November, 1984.

Should American consumers 
lease or buy their next telephone ? 


NEW YORK (UPI) The 
American consumer is about to be 
barraged with yet another series of 
complicated choices — what to do 
about the telephone 

Should you continue leasing or 
buy? Hang onto the standard desk 
model or go for something in leather 





or handcrafted wood? Buy a $10 
cheapie or invest in a $600 model 
that will dial automatically, 
amplify your voice, wake you up 
and remind you of your anniver 
sary? 


American Bell and other major 
companies are gearing up to peddle 
phones that do everything from 
screening callers to 
automatically calling for help in an 
emergency 

The advertising battle (AT&T will 
only say that it will cost ‘‘plenty’’) 
will try to convince Americans that 
leasing a standard phone is both 
uneconomical and unfashionable in 
an era of computer and electronic 
communications miracles. 

The leasing habit has been hard to 
break in the past. The Federal Com- 
munications Commission ruled in 
1977 that the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. had to allow its 
customers to use equipment made 
by other manufacturers. 

But the custom of buying phones 
never really caught on, thanks in 
part to the lack of encouragement 
by Ma Bell, The phone company 
itself offered only exotic decorator 
models like the Mickey Mouse 
model for sale — customers wan- 
ting the standard desk version had 
to lease. Until Ja. 1 of this year, the 
local phone companies routinely in- 
cluded a phone-rental charge in the 
bill no matter what a_ given 
customer owned. 

But AT&T is now in the midst of a 
complicated splitting-up process 
that has changed its attitude toward 
phone purchasing. By next 
January, the company will have 
spun off its 22 local operating com- 
panies into independent entities, 

When the dust settles, the local 
phone companies will be barred 
from manufacturing telephones and 
American Bell, an AT&T sub- 
sidiary, will be in the selling, leas- 
ing and servicing business. 

In this complicated interim year, 
the local companies can continue 
leasing phones, or sell their 
customers the phones already in 
their home or other equipment they 
already have in stock, but not 


your 


hewly-manufactured units 

American Bell, which has taken 
over 461 of the company's phone 
center stores, will be able to sell 
new telephones this year, but can- 
not distribute leased phones. 

if you live in territory serviced by 
the local companies now being split 
off from AT&T and if you have a 
phone, you are part of what AT&T 
affectionately calls its Embedded 
Base 

The Embedded Base is being 
transferred to American Bell, in a 
process that should be completed by 
the end of the year. Contrary to 
some rumors, AT&T says it will not 
end the leasing system, although it 
plans to push hard for sales of its 
new phone products. 

The company expects its 
customers to prefer buying their 
phones once they get used to the 
idea, but “as long as there’s a 
market, for the forseeable future, 
we're going to continue to lease," 
said Michael Tarpy, an AT&T con- 
sumer products spokesman, 

The leased phones, however, will 
continue to be the old standard desk 
and trimline phones. Those wishing 
the more exotic options will have to 
become phone owners, Tarpey said. 

To further complicate matters, 
the local phone companies will be 
allowed to get into the equipment 
distribution business themselves 
once they've been fully separated 
from AT&T, Last week Pacific 
Telephone in California was the 
first of the locals to announce it 
planned to get be back into sale and 
leasing of telephones. 

People who regarded telephones 
simply as instruments for talking to 
people who aren’t in the housé are in 
for some suprises. 

AT&T's Genesis system includes 
a videoscreen, an autodialer, voice 
amplifier and alarm clock, and op- 
tions such as an electronic 
datebook. 

SmartCare by Technicom Inter- 
national, targeted especially for the 
elderly and infirm, will call for help 
automatically if the owner fails to 
answer a reminder-alarm. 

Privecode, by International 
Mobile Machines Corp., will warn 
you ahead of time who's calling you, 
allowing you to decide whether to 
answer. 

All these units cost hundreds of 
dollars, On the other end of the 
scale, experts are expecting cheap 
models costing $10 or so to appear 


on the market soon. Basically 
disposable, the models are aimed at 
the audience who would rather 
throw away a defective unit than 
bother with repairs, 

AT&T says it will sell a new basic 
desk phone for $35, and that 
customers can buy the used models 
they already have in their home for 
even less. 

But each of the communications 
giant’s local units is setting its own 
prices for the used phones. 

The cost of leasing also varies 
from company to company. Con- 
sumers in one area may find that 
buying their present phone pays for 
itself in less than a year, while those 
using another company may 
discover it takes much longer. 

Stan Sesser, the West Coast editor 
for Consumer Reports, says con- 
sumers should check to see how 
long that payback period will be. 

“The offer to buy a phone in place 
should be treated with a great deal 
of sceepticism,’’ he says, ‘In some 
states the payback period is as long 
as two or more years."’ 

Telephone technology is changing 
so dramatically, he warned, that in 
a year the consumer may yearn for 
something new but feel compelled 
to hang onto an old phone that has 
not yet paid for its purchase price. 

In some states, Sesser added, the 
cost of buying your used home 
phone may be higher than that for a 
comparable new phone from a non- 
AT&T manufacturer. 

“Depending on the state, the war- 
ranty for your home phone might be 
30-90 days while an independent 
store’s new phone warranty is a 
year,” he said. 

Stesser, who has written several 
articles on phone shopping for Con- 
sumer Reports, also suggested that 
consumers who intend to buy their 
old home phone make sure it’s in 
good condition. Newer pushbutton 
phones manufactured by AT&T's 
Western Electric “are much more 
reliable than the older ones were,” 
he said. “If your phone has the feel 
of an electronic calculator it's a new 
model, but if you can depress the 
button a long way it’s an old model. 
You should trade it in for a newer 
kind before buying it.” 

Although Stesser said phones 
made by other reputable manufac- 
turers tend to be as reliable as 
AT&T's, he warned consumers to 
check the warranty if they buy 
independent.

Board takes closer look 
at Mayor Mann’s picks

NEWTON — True to their promise to scrutinize 
mayoral appointees more closely, the aldermen 
approved a newcomer to the Planning Board 
while halting debate on a potential trustee of the 
Horace Cousens Fund. 


Robert Swett of Auburndale was approved as a 
new member of the Planning and Development 
Board, but Robert W. Tennant’'s appointment to 
the Board of Trustees of the Cousens Fund was 
held up. 


Swett, who works for a Boston development 
firm, won approval after aldermen decided his 
appointment would not unbalance the board in 
favor of developers. Tennant, the eldest son of 
Alderman Robert L. Tennant, had a tougher time 
of it. 

Alderman Harold Levinsky, a member of the 
aldermanic sub-committee which has been stu- 
dying the workings of the fund, ‘‘chartered”’ Ten- 
nant’s appointment after a long debate on his 
qualifications, ‘‘Chartering"”’ is a pariamentary 
tactic allowing a single alderman to stop all 
debate on an item until a subsequent board 
meeting. 

Tennant’s appointment requires active ap- 
proval by the full Board of Aldermen by March 14 
, and the board does not meet again until Mar. 21. 
Barring a special meeting in the interim, his 
nomination will have to be submitted a third 
time. 

Aldermen rejected his appointment earlier this 
year after the subcommittee members had made 
it clear they were looking for an expert in social 
services to fill the slot, but the mayor 
renominated Tennant on Feb. 28. 

Subcommittee members reiterated to the full 
board that their study of the Cousens Fund had 
led them to believe a person knowledgeable in 
social services and the problems of ‘the needy 
poor’’ was needed among the trustees 

Criticism has been leveled at the fund recently 
for failing to help the indigent Newton citizens for 
whom it was originally targeted. 

While it was unanimously acknowledged that 
Tennant’s credentials are impressive as a lawyer 
who is involved in a number of civic pursuits, 
members of the sub-committee stuck with their 
contention they were looking for different creden- 
tials. 

Sondra Shick, chairman of the sub-committee, 
told the board, ‘We need someone who has been 
deeply involved with the needy poor. We don't 
need a lawyer for that. We really need sumeone 
who can turn the fund around.”’ 

She said the trustees of the fund have con- 
tracted a search firm to try to hire an ad- 
ministrator who could lend it the needed exper- 








tise. She added that such an expense could be 
avoided if the right trustee could be found, 


Several aldermen argued that Tennant's in- 
volvement in local charity work made him more 
qualified than any expert in social services. 
President Emeritus Wendell Bauckman, also a 
member of the sub-committee, said that, given 
Tennant’s background, he ‘‘may even be better 
qualifed than a specialist." 

Alderman Paul Daley said he has known Ten- 
nant for more than 15 years and that the man’s 
quality overrides his qualifications. ‘He has 
worked his tail off in every association you can 
think of,’ Daley told critics of the appointment. 





The suggestion that Tennant’s being the son of 
Alderman Robert L. Tennant might limit his ef- 
fectiveness brought a varied response from the 
board. 


Alderman Cynthia Creem said she was ‘upset 
and angry"’ at the immplications of the comment. 


Alderman Lane Sofman said, ‘Appearances 
carry just as much weight as actual fact,'’ and 
added that any appearance of a conflict of in- 
terest could be detrimental to the whole board. 

Alderman Terry Morris complained that, 
sometimes, ‘‘People can get carried away look- 
ing for conflicts of interest.” He emphasized that 
the job Tennant was appointed for wz people- 
to-people”’ situation for which he is well qualified 











Morris and Sofman joined with other aldermen 
who complained that Mayor Theodore D, Mann 
had put them in an extremely embarrassing 
situation by nominating Tennant again after he 
had already been determined to be ‘‘qualified but 
not recommended.” 


President Matthew Jefferson said, ‘It borders 
on arrogance for the mayor to resubmit this ap- 
pointment after the board voiced its objections. I 
fault the Executive Department only for the em- 
barrassing situation which has been created," 


Alderman Rodney Barker said it was ‘most 
unfortunate that the mayor insisted on recom- 
mitting this name when he knew the committee 
was against it."’ He pointed out to his colleagues 
they would be setting ‘a dangerous precedent”’ 
by ignoring the sub-committee’s recommenda 
tion. 

Fincom Chairman Edward Richmond asked 
that a recommendation for approval be 
Substituted for the committee report, which 
recommended denial of the appointment by a 
vote of 4 to 3. The vote on his recommended 
substitution was 12 to 11 in favor, with alderman 
Tennant abstaining 

Levinsky, Shick ana Barker rose to their feet to 
“charter” the item before another vote on it 
could be taken

NEWTON In Monday's non- 
binding ‘‘straw vote,” the School 
Committee trimmed the superinten- 
dent’s proposed $40,580,776 budget 
by about leaving the 
schools with ¢ ‘ease of 2.1 per 
cent for next year.

“T still don’t understand com- 
pletely why (birth contro)) is still so 
controversial today,’’ said Linda 
Gordon, author of the book 
Woman's Body, Woman's Right: A

America. 

Gordon, a University of 
Massachusetts professor, spoke to 
some 150 students about the history 
of birth control as part of a week- 
long program for National Women’s 
History Week. 

Gordon said birth control is not a 
modern invention, as some believe. 
Every society has practiced some 
birth control method as soon as peo- 
ple understood the connection bet- 


ween intercourse and pregnancy, 
she said, 

Ancient societies used 
“homemade” products, such as 
pastes made from oils, honey or 
vegetable matter to block concep- 
tion Gordon said. These methods 
had a 50 percent effectiveness rate, 
she said, Societies along the ocena 
used sea sponges to block concep- 
tion and other groups used various 
acidic solutions as spermicides 
Abortion and infantcide were prac- 
ticed by some other groups, she 
said, 

Today a concern about changes in 
women’s roles and underpopulation 
have caused ‘‘an absolute panic" 
among some segments of society 
which attempt to establish moral 
codes through legislation, Gordon 
said 

“All issues of birth control have 
been very controversial," she said.

Women slighted in texts

NEWTON — High school tex- 
tbooks used in Newton lack in- 
formation about women's roles in 
history and some teachers view the 
subject as insignificant, according 
to a North High history teacher and

In spite of an abundance of

Namias, author of Telling The

NEWTON — Though adolescents 
act rebellious toward older people 
they are seeking guidance and 
understanding from them, 
members of a panel discussion on 
Newton’s youth said Thursday 
night. 

The discussion, which featured 
Newton District Court Judge Monte 
Basbas and Newton North High 
School Principal Marya Levenson, 
addressed the traumas and troubles 
of growing up before 50 people at the 
Newton Community Service 
Centers. 

The conclusion of both Basbas 
and Levenson was that a great 
percentage of today’s young do not 
experience a shattering 
adolescence, but do feel a need to 
belong among their peers, and to be 
guided by adults. 

Levenson said that, while it was 
easy to generalize about 
adolescents, it is more important 
“to remember how individual each 
one is.”” 

She stressed the need to look at to- 
day’s teenagers against the 
backdrop of the social epoch. The 












the legislature) is signed by the 
governor, our own law becomes ef- 
fective and I think that’s enough to 
slow down Clayton’s plans,” said 
Sheehan on Sunday. 

Newton passed an ordinance in 
1981 preventing a developer from 
evicting handicapped and elderly 
residents in less than five years and 
allows for a two-year notification 
period to all other tenants.

Levenson, who spoke as a prin- 
cipal, teacher and a mother of an 
adolescent, said adolescence is a 
time of testing limits — ‘‘theirs and 
ours’’ — and a time of experimenta- 
tion — ‘“‘with school, friends, the 
future and sometimes with drugs 
and alcohol.”” 

“They are trying certain hats 
on,’’ she added. 

While all this testing and ex- 
perimentation is going on, Levenson 
pointed out that the most necessary 
thing for parents and teachers to do 
is to maintain a sense of authority 
over the youth. 

“Be clear about limits,” she said.

Basbas agreed that adolescents 
must know of the limits set against 
them. In his court, he said he tries to 
be ‘‘tough, but compassionate."’ 

“There’s a bottom line and if they 
don’t comply with it, they’re going 
to get zapped,”’ he said, indicating 
that stiffer penalties await those 
who fail to stay with the 
community-service work he often 
assigns to youths brought before 
him. 

A great percentage of today’s 
young people stay out of trouble 
with the law, but those that do get 
into trouble, Basbas said, commit- 
ted the ‘most nonsensical of- 
fenses.”’ 

But Basbas, who is also a former 
Mayor of Newton, stressed that the 
cause of a great majority of 
teenagers’ brushes with the law is 
alcohol. And the fault lies not with 
the youth, but with society, he said. 

“The first thing a friend offers 
when you go'into his house is a 
drink. We have always stressed 
social drinking, and kids see it as a 
way to belong,’’ Basbas said. 

He pointed to the success of the 
Newton Youth Alcohol Program as

young offender ‘‘ac 
countable”’ to society. The youth is 
required to attend Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA) meetings several 
times a week and counseling 


meetings among their parents and 
Newton teachers at least once a 
week. They also work in the com- 
munity doing painting, litter clean 
up and assistance to the elderly. He 
added he can number only two 
failures out of the several hundred 
he sentenced in the program’s 
three-year history 

“They feel they are doing a ser- 
vice to the community,”’ he added. 

Basbas also censured parents for 
letting their children stray 
“Far too frequently we as parents 
walk away from our children and 
hope that someone else will do the 
job for us."’ He counters this failing 
by requiring an offender under 18 to 
be accompanied by a parent in his 
court. 

But he did compliment the school 
system and the Service Centers on 
working well with the police and the 
courts to help channel adolescent 
energy in constructive directions

$28,000 withheld by city 
from Finnegan Associates 


NEWTON — The city is planning 
to withhold at least $28,000 of the 
$50,000 still owed to Finnegan 
Associates, the firm which con- 
ducted the citywide revaluation, ac- 
cording to Ouida Young of the City 
Solicitor’s Office. 


The final $50,000 of the $590,000 
contract with Finnegan was 
withheld originally because the 
Acton-based firm did not complete 
the work it promised the city, ac- 
cording to Chief Assessor Robert 
Palmer, 

Young said Finnegan agreed, 
after lengthy negotiations, that the 
city could withhold the $28,000 for 
‘damages” suffered as a result of 
the firm's performance in the 
revaluation 

More than 6,700 taxpayers of- 
ficially disputed the values Fin- 
negan pinned on their properties 


after revaluation. Applications for 
abatements of property taxes have 
bogged down the A ng Depart- 
ment so badly that an auditing firm 
recommends an entire reorganiza- 
tion. 

Young predicted a law suit would 
be in the works if the city’s pro- 
blems with Finnegan were not 
resolved in the next three to four 
weeks, ‘Finnegan has a clear in- 
terest in getting a check fairly 
shortly,” she said, If Finnegan won 
in court, she added, the city would 
have to pay more than a year’s in- 
terest on the withheld $50,000, 

Manuals for assessing commer- 
cial and residential properties are 
among the items still to be 
delivered, Palmer said the manuals 
would assist in future revaluation 
updates. But both the city and Fin- 
negan appear skeptical of getting 
together to finish up the job.

Vote a pay raise 
and get on with it 


A proposal pending vefore the Board of 
Aldermen to hike the salaries paid to 
board members and the mayor seems to 
have garnered about as much interest as 
the latest edition of the phone book. 

During the brief 
public hearing two 
weeks ago on the issue 
to hike aldermanic 
salaries from $1,800 to 
$3,000 and the mayor’s 
pay from $37,500 to 
$58,000, only one per- 
son, Alderman Robert 
Tennant, took the 
floor. 

Tennant made an eloquent and honest 
statement on his belief the aldermen don’t 
deserve a pay raise since he feels serving 
in government is a matter of civic pride. 
He made an equally good plea for raising 
the mayor’s salary to the proposed level. 

One thing is certain. If the pay is to go up 
this is the year to vote on it with the city 
election due in the fall. Aldermen should 
be on record on this issue and if it is of ge- 
nuine concern to the voters they will speak 
their peace on election day. 

In light of a lack of a raise in pay for the 
holder of the mayor’s job for several years 
we strongly support the proposal to 
establish the salary for the office at 
$58,000. This opinion has nothing to do with 
Mayor Theodore Mann but rather with our 
belief that any person who leads a city the 
size of Newton deserves a salary equal to 
the task. 

The current superintendent of schools 
earns $54,500 per year, $17,000 more than 
the mayor. That must be corrected since 
both positions deserve proper remunera- 
tion. 

The salary for members of the Board of 
Aldermen, however, cannot be considered 
more than a token fee to cover the myriad 
telephone calls, mileage inherent in alder- 
manic duties and to some extent, the time 
taken from an alderman or woman’s 
regular work day to devote to city respon- 
sibilities. 

We tend to agree with the spirit of Alder- 
man Tennant’s assertion that serving on 
the board is a civic duty which involves a 
payback more in terms of public pride 
than monetary gains. 

Yet we must agree with those who claim 
a salary of $3,000 per year might en- 
courage those most qualified to stick with 
it, or in the case of newcomers, to make a 
run for a seat on the board. 

To waste more time on an issue which 
has raised so little public furor is absurd. 
The aldermen should vote from their 
hearts on this one and get on with the 
business of government.

the budgetary guidelines, the quality of education 
and other public services in Newton need not be 
diminished at this time. 

We must stretch our available dollars and live 
within our ability to pay. That is prudent and 
necessary in public life, as it is in our personal 
living. 

This city is even further constrained in terins of 
the tax burde, having just gone through a major 
upheaval — revaluation and the necessity for city 
homeowners to be, in many cases, even further 
burdened by user fees as well as increased pro- 
perty taxes as a result of the attendant ad- 
justments. To increase the school budget in the 
face of declining enrollment, while at the same 
time, because of that action, requiring cuts in 
other municipal departments, would be impru- 
dent, counterproductive and, in most cases, im- 
possible. 

Now, where is the additional funding to come 
from? Time and time again, the funding 
resources have been explained to me, the city’s 
budget officer, the comptroller. They are, indeed, 
matters of public record. 

This city has been given appropriate budget 
guidelines and cannot resort to any financial 
trickery to the detriment of the whole city, which 
would leave us with less than the necessary funds 
with which to face the impending needs. At best, 
all that recklessness now would produce would be 
short-term funding by some imprudent method. 

Further, it is unrealistic to assume realization 
of new state and federal funds, though we con- 
tinue to seek them — informed opinion indicates 
that Newton will increasingly have to rely on its 
own resources. The reality is a grim one and 
should not - cannot - be ignored. 

Now, where does that leave us? What are the 
alternatives? 

There is the questionable path of overriding 
Proposition 2%, a course of action which, if in- 
itiated by the School Committee, if approved by 
the Board of Aldermen, if voted by a special 
referendum, would, in a single instance, enable 
the city to raise the full limit of its revenue as pro- 
vided under statute. The estimate of such new 
revenue is approximately $700,000. 

Whether or not such an action would meet with 
voter approval is not the primary question; 
assuming that there is such approval, where 
would we go for revenue increases from there? 

While I do not recommend such an action by 
the School Committee, I will not obstruct it. As 
you know, I have either attended or have had 
monitors in attendance at all School Committee 
and budget meetings. 

I do intend to pursue this course of action. I in- 
tend not to support by straw vote or actual vote 
any budget in excess of that which I have set 
forth previously, a budget that contemplates 
that, at very minimum, there will be non- 
recurring expenses of at least $1.2 million from 
declining enrollment alone. 

During the budget deliberations of the Board of 
Aldermen it has been the board's practice over 
the years to provide me with their resolutions 
dealing with various budget items, 

I would expect that the Board of Aldermen, 
upon review of the School Committee's budget, 
will make resolutions and, of course, as has been 
my practice, I will give due consideration to all of 
these matters, as long as there is a full descrip- 
tion of the need, along with short-term and long- 
term funding sources, and satisfactory documen- 
tation, 

Nancy, all of the above items make reference 
to the operating budget, but I want you to unders- 
tand that I have made further commitments for 
funding for school-related expenses dealing with 
necessary capital improvements, 

Again, out of the same funding source - the pro- 
perty taxpayers - we must take positive action in 
providing for energy-efficient operations which 
have both short-term and long-range financial 
implications. 

The costs and benefits will be examined, and it 
is this administration's intention to move for- 
ward very rapidly on providing necessary fun- 
ding for the aforementioned, 

Further, as has been the past practice of this 
administration, when the need arises for 
emergency funding, as in the nearly $800,000 
needed to repair the F.A. Day sewer or in the 
$300,000 which will be needed this spring for 
replacing windows at the Angier and Cabot 
Schools, we have made the difficult decision to 
put other worthy items on the back burner, so 
that an immediate health and safety matter 
could be attended to. 

I certainly intend to continue my high regard 
for those city properties which are schools and 
for the well being of the students, teachers and 
staff who inhabit them, 

As you know, the financial planners of this ad- 
ministration have been and will continue to be 
available to you and members of the public to 
continue the dialogue necessary to reach that 
position of understanding all our collective pro- 
blems — with the ultimate objective of providing 
the best that we can afford now and in the future.

Lawsuit to block 


‘one-way’

CAMBRIDGE — Six Newton couples have filed a class-action suit in an 
effort to stop city officials from closing public access at four intersections 
on and from Commonwealth Avenue, south to Crosby Rd., to Hammond- 
swood Rd., to Manet Rd, and to Old Colony Rd. 

The couples claim that protection afforded to those streets because traf- 
fic has been barred has resulted in the volume of traffic being doubled in 


their own neighborhood. 


Filed in Middlesex Superior Court, the lawsuit alleges that an amended 


city ordinance Nov. 1, 


1982 failed to receive certification by the state 


Department of Public Works that closing access was consistent with the 


public interest. 


The complaint was filed by John and Carol Casey, 52 Hammondswood 
Rd., Kenneth and Joyce Gruenberg, 71 Hammondswood Rd., David and 
Lois Weltman, 75 Hammond St., Robert and Rosalind Palter, 65 Hammond 
St., Howard and Pamela Feldman, 80 Monadnock Rd, and Harris and 
Margaret Baseman, 112 Monadnock Rd., all of Chestnbut Hill. 

The City of Newton was the only defendant named in the suit. 

Reached Monday, City Solicitor Daniel Funk said it is “routine” for the 
city to obtain certification from the DPW after traffic regulation ammend- 
ments are implemented by local officials. Funk acknowledged certification 


has not yet been obtained. 


He said ‘“‘the worst that could happen” is that the regulations would tem- 
porarily revert to what they were before aldermen voted on the amend- 


ment. 


“They like to exert whatever thay can to get the burden of traffic of of 
their streets,"’ Funk said, referring to the plaintiffs. 
The residents noted in the suit the city has erected traffic signs at all four 


intersections declaring ‘‘ 
their own streets are “‘ 


Do Not Enter’ and also ‘One Way." They say 
narrow residential streets” and all now receive the 


traffic which the ordinance amendment barred from access to the streets 


off of the four intersections. 


The residents further contend they, and other unnamed residents on their 
streets, are suffering ‘irreparable harm" because their roadways are 
neither wider nor more capable of handling traffic going north to south than 
the streets that obtained protection by the changes, 


“This result is not in the public interest,”

Superintendent 


reorganization plan okayed

NEWTON — Superintendent John 
Strand’s proposal to reorganize and 
cut back the School Department’s 
central administration won 
unanimous approval from the 
School Committee Monday. 

The nearly $26,000 in savings was 
lumped in with other cuts voted at 
the non-binding ‘‘straw” vote ses- 
sion on Strand’s proposed $40.5 
million school budget. 

The committee voted to adopt 
Strand’s plan to eliminate the posi- 
tions of administrative assistant to 
the superintendent, assistant direc- 
tor of personnel and assistant direc- 
tor of program. : 

Two new positions will be 
created: director of elementary 
éducation and director of secondary 
education. Both directors will take 
on some of the duties of the current 
assistant director of personnel, and 
the secondary education director 
will also assume responsibilities of 
the administrative assistant. 

The net savings are estimated at 
$26,000. 

Although the committee voted 
unanimously for the plan, several 
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Strand’s 


members had reservations, par- 
ticularly about the two new posi- 
tions. 

Marcia Mitchell said she would 
support the plan, which Strand 
modified slightly since it was first 
introduced a few weeks ago. But, 
Mitchell said, “I am still holding to 
the belief that these two jobs (the 
two new directorships) will be ex- 
tremely difficult to carry out.’ 

Although Robert Ricles question- 
ed the trimming of full-time ad- 
ministrators for the personnel 
department from two to one, he 
voted for the plan based on his belief 
that Strand “‘is entitled to structure 
his organization as he sees fit.” 

In modifying the plan because of 
School Committee concerns, Strand 
included superintendent review of 
evaluations that directors of secon- 
dary and elementary education 
make on school principals. 

Nancy Mann approved the plan 
with the understanding that the 
School Committee ‘should always 
be willing to re-evaluate’ the effec- 
tiveness of the reorganization. 

“There is no such thing as a 
perfect organization plan, just as 
there is no such thing as a perfect 
person,” she said.

tain from having sex if she does not 
want to become pregnant. There is 
still ‘‘a tremendous amount of guilt 
feelings about using birth control,’ 
particularly among women, she 
said 

Political movements perpetuate 
the moral code, Gordon said. She 
asked students if they were aware 
of the federal regulation requiring 
that parents be informed if their 
children under age 18 have been 
given birth control, No student said 
he or she had heard of the rule 
known as ‘squeal law.’’ Gordon 
said she feels the regulation, tem: 
porarily blocked by a judge in New 
York te, “is terrible for moral 
and practical reasons,”’ 

Moral codes have been altered in 
the past. During World War II a 
rash of venereal disease forced the 
military to distribute condoms to 
servicemen. Gordon described the 
act as a “double standard” because 
at the time women still could not 
purchase diaphragms. The fight to 














make diaphragms available in the 
U.S. began during the 1920's 
Diaphragms could be purchased in 
Massachusetts in the 1960's, Gordon 
said 

Gordon said abortion is a birth 
control method that has been prac 
ticed in many societies and it is not 
a sign of a deteriorating society 

Gordon said ‘‘As a_ state 
employee, I can’t have an abortion 
on my medical plan. I can have a 
baby on my medical plan.” 





Gordon said she feels anti- 
abortionists are sincere in their 
belief that the life of a fetus should 
be protected, but she added that, 
I'm very skeptical, from an 
historical point of view, that you can 
stop abortions 


“My position is that there are far 
too many abortions. But that says 
something about the dangers and in- 
effectiveness of birth control 
Gordon, who after her addr 
ed that she thinks there should be 
more input by women into the 
development of birth control 
methods.

A recent audit of the department 
by Touche-Ross, a Boston accoun- 
ting firm, recommended 
reorganization for better manage- 
ment and increased accountability. 

The city’s chief budget officer 
David Wilkinson ‘‘on loan” to the 
Assessing Department to oversee 
implementation of the Touche-Ross 
recommendations, said the re- 
quested funds were crucial to runn- 
ing the department during 
reorganization. 

“It is most critical that we are 
able to keep working uninter- 
rupted,” he told the subcommittee 
in arguing for the $25,000 appropria- 
tion. 

Aldermen expressed surprise at 
learning the Chief Assessor Robert 
Palmer was not responsible for the 
workings of the department. 
Richard Bullwinkle asked Palmer, 
“Do you think you're the boss? Can 
you tell someone, ‘Do this or take a 
hike?'”* 

“T don’t have that authority,” 
Palmer responded. ‘‘My position is 
a political one,”’ he said, explaining 
that the three assessors elect a 
chairman annually. 

Bullwinkle said he was further 
surprised to learn the department's 
payroll needed Wilkinson’s initials 
for approval 

President Matthew Jefferson said 
he understood Palmer was paid 








more than the other two assessors 
on the board and always thought 
that was for his accepting respon- 
sibility for how the department was 
run, 

Committee member Robert Ten- 
nant found himself agreeing with 
McGrath, who said he was “‘disturb- 
ed to know intramural activities are 
clouding the responsibilities of the 
chairman.” Tennant told Palmer, 
“Until the politics in the depart- 
ment clear up, you're not going to 
progress.” 

Tennant said he could not unders- 





tand how the assessors could take 
the brutal, constant criticism they 
have had to endure for more than a 
year now. “I wouldn't take the 
shellacking the assessors have,” he 
told the sub-committee. “It’s very 
strange they wouldn’t come up off 
the floor swinging. There’s no con- 
fidence. To me, we're right up 
against the wall here tonight."’ 
McGrath and Coletti agreed they 
would approve the full funding re- 
quest if they were assured that so- 
meone would accept the ad- 
ministrative responsibilities of the 


dermen oppose assessors’ funding 


department. They added that they 
wanted to see a search started for a 
“deputy director’’ of the depart 
ment who would manage the ad 
ministrative duties permanently 


Coletti said he did not want to 
keep subsidizing sloppy work in the 
department.

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Divorce mediators push for reasonable pact

NEWTON CENTRE — Divorcing 
couples do not have to fight bitterly 
over their settlements and neither 
the husband nor wife has to be the 
“Joser’’ when an agreement is 
reached, according to Newton 
residents Lynn Halem and Barbara 
White 

Trained divorce mediators can 
help couples learn communication 
skills so that an equitable settle- 
ment can be reached, said Halem 
and White, partners and founders of 
Mediation Associates in Newton 
Centre 

“Mediation is not a win-lose situa- 
tion,”’ White said last week 

Divorce mediation is an alter- 
native to working out settlements 
with lawyers, The couple meet 
directly with either Halem, a family 
policy specialist, or White, a 
psychologist, tq discuss the issues, 

Halem and White said there are 
several advantages to using 
mediators rather than lawyers. 
Spouses are less likely to wonder, 
“Was I taken?” if they discussed a 
settlement directly rather than 
communicated through lawyers, 
White said. Partners are more like- 
ly to make alimony and child sup- 
port payments because they are 
satisfied with the settlement, she 
added. 

It can be less expensive and time- 


consuming when couples talk to 
each other directly rather than 
communicate through lawyers, 
White said, But the time couples 
spend working out a settlement will 
vary according to the individuals 
and issues involved in each case 

Settlements are usually reached 
in five to seven sessions. The ses- 
sions are two hours long and cost $60 
each. Education, health care, and 
social security are among the items 
discussed. Clients ‘‘put all the 
issues on the table and disclose 
everything,’’ particularly financial 
information, Halem said 

The settlement is then given to a 
lawyer who translates the agree- 
ment into legal terms and files it in 
court. Halem and White strongly 
advise that couples also consult 
lawyers while they are in media- 
tion. 

“Not everyone, obviously, is right 
for mediation, because some 
couples just want to fight,’’ Halem 
said. 

Mediation is not the place to air 
grievances or discuss the reasons 
for the divorce. Some clients need 
therapy to help them resolve those 
issues, they said. 

“There's a magic that seems to 
occur’ during mediation, in that 
couples who could not communicate 
with each other before begin show- 
ing concern for each other, White 
said, They discuss problems and 
talk to each other as friends. 





“Sometimes 
they are going to get back 
together," Halem said, adding that 
none of their clients has reconciled 

One criticism against mediation 
is that mediators “will let people 
agree to anything.” If Halem and 
White disagree with their clients’ 
settlement, they will include in the 
settlement a 
clause"

Halem and White discuss all of 
their cases, though only one of them

portion of their time is also spent 
researching issues pertaining to in- 
dividual cases, Halem said. 

Halem earned a masters degree 
from the University of Penn- 
sylvania and a doctorate from Har- 
vard University, She wrote the 
books, ‘Divorce Reform: Changing 
Legal and Social Perspectives" and 
“Separated and Divorced Women,” 

White earned a masters degree 
from the Iowa Child Welfare 
Research Station and has research-

She authored the book, 
“Childhood: Pathways of 
Discovery.’ Both Halem and White 
are married and they each have two 
children 

Halem said mediation ‘really 
took shape” in the late 1970's, noting 
that Chief Justice Warren Burger 
came out in favor of mediated 
cases.

NEWTON The sea is pitching in 
the midst of a gathering storm, but, 
as part of the crew now on watch on 
the Norwegian square-rig sailing 
ship rlandet, it is your job to 


climb the rigging, poise yourself on 





















a yardarm 50 feet above the deck 
and swirling seas and furl the sail 

It is at that moment that many 

cadet ailors on the Sorlandet 
discover the mettle from which they 
are made 

This summer the ship will sail 
again and will offer four cruises for 
anyone age 16 and over to take on 
the challenge of learning to sail a 
Tall Shiy 

The ship has been chartered for 
this ner and next by Square- 
Rig rnational, a non-profit 
organization of individuals from the 
United States, Canada and Ber- 
muda, One of the founders of the 
organization, Claire Kanter, visited 
Newton South High recently to pro- 
mote the trip. 

Although signing on as a crew 
trainee for of the cruises won't 
always be as exciting as climbing 
the rigging up the mast during a 
storm, the trips offer an unusual 
learning and growth experience for 
people of all ages, Kanter said 

On each cruise will be 17 ex- 
perienced, permanent crew 


members and 70 “international 
cadets." 
Kanter, a Boston resident, is 


familiar to many Newton residents 
for her work at Newton South with 
special needs students. She was 
aboard the Sorlandet when it par- 
ticipated in the Tall Ships races in 
1980 from Germany and became 
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is offered 


convinced of the value of offering 
the opportunity to sail the ship to the 
general public 

She and her husband, Richard, 
founded Square-Rig International 
and signed a charter agreement 
with the Foundation Fullriggeren 
Sorlandet of Kristiansand, Norway 

A crew trainee on the Sorlandet 
for the 1980 Tall Ships races, 17- 
year-old Nancy Richey of Boston, 
was on hand at South to relate her 
experience 

“At the time, I thought it was like 
being in the army,” she said. “It 
was quite a switch.” 

Although Richey said there was 
plenty of time for relaxation, runn- 
ing the ship required ‘‘strict 
discipline,"’ especially manning the 
watch duties, 

She also recalls being afraid to 
climb the rigging. ‘‘I was so scared 
I wouldn’t go up,” she said, and 
stressed that she was not forced to 
goup. 

“When I finally did go up, I was 
really proud of myself,”’ the petite 
high school senior said. 

In addition to learning to 
manuever the sails, the cadets learn 
to perform the odd jobs essential to 
running a ship. 

Seasickness overwhelmed many 
of the trainees when they en- 
countered their first rough seas and 
Richey was among those hit with 
the queasy feeling. 

“T chewed a lot of gum,”’ she said, 
as a means of combating the feel- 
ing. 

Crew trainees were told that 
seasickness is really a question of 
mind over matter, and Richey 
found she was eventually able to 
control the feeling.

Harper, an experienced sailor 
himself, said his wife describes sail- 
ing as “‘long periods of boredom in- 
terspersed by sheer moments of ter- 
ror. 

The chanteyman helped relieve 
the boredom, he explained, but the 
chanteys also played an extremely 
important functional role. 

When the crew began “‘raising the 
yard” by pulling a heavy line in

The chanteys are “a very 
fascinating part of our culture,’

BROCKTON — Winning the Divi- 
sion II South Sectional basketball ti- 
tle is one thing, but taking all the fun

Newton South’s seven-point vic- 
tory over Rockland was its fourth 
straight tourney victory with no 
last-minute heroics.

and hangs on to it like a dog to a 
mailman’s leg. 

This business of never allowing an 
opponent a chance has become a 
pattern for the Lions in the tourney 
They executed it to perfection 
against Rockland.

“It was our defense that has been 
doing it for us all season long,"’ said 
Newton South Coach Joe Killilea. 
“These guys went up against a 
hard-working team and took it. A 
guy like Tracy Hairston is just hap- 
py to work hard on defense and he 
does a great job. How can you 
measure that type of performance? 
We also got great defensive games 
out of Evan Kushner and Gene Lind- 
sey.” 

Kushner and Lindsey played an 
important role in the Lion strategy.

House votes 


Sales _ Management to raise Vt. 


_drinking age 


MONTPELIER, Vt. (UPI) — The House, 
yielding to complaints of persistent alcohol 
abuse in Vermont's high schools, Tuesday 
rejected arguments it was allowing ‘naked 
discrimination” and voted for the second 
consecutive year to raise the state's legal 
drinking age to 19. 

The measure won a preliminary endorse- 
ment on a 92-53 rollcall vote after 90 
minutes of emotional debate. It was slated 
for final House action Wednesday, then 
would move to the Senate 

It was endorsed under the specter of a se 
cond veto by Gov. Richard Snelling, who 
last year refused to sign a similar bill on 
grounds the increase denied a category of 
adults rights enjoyed by other Vermonters 

Opponents mounted similar arguments 
in their unsuccessful attempt to defeat the 
bill Tuesday, saying 18-year-olds can vote 
enlist in the armed services and even be 
elected to the Legislature. 

Denying them the right to buy and con- 
sume alcohol as well, opponents said, was 
a discriminatory, reactive approach to a 
societal alcohol abuse problem that needs 
more imaginative solutions. 

“This represents naked discrimination,’ 
said Rep. Robert Harris, D-Windsor. ‘‘We 
are now being asked to treat adults in this 
state differently and I underscore the 
word adults." 

Rep. Lixi Fortna, R-Warren, agreed, 
arguing the bill would penalize young peo- 
ple for a problem for which they are not 
ultimately responsible. 

“Tt is us who have failed,’ she said. ‘We 
have become a nation of indulgent and per- 
missive parents ... We have forgotten to 
teach our children that with all their rights 
there is something called responsibility 
and self-discipline.” 

Supporters, however, argued the 
measure would effectively block the flow of 
alcohol to 13, 14 and 15-year-olds — who 
they said receive alcohol from older 
teenagers in what has become a growing 
problem in the state’s schools. 

And others said the bill would reduce the 
number of alcohol-related teenage 
highway deaths by correcting a legislative 
error made in the early 1970s — when 
lawmakers lowered the drinking age from 
21 to 18. 

“Did we lose an Einstein? Did we lose a 
Clara Barton, a Lincoln or a Lincoln or a 
Jefferson because of this law?”’ asked Rep. 
George Crosby, R-St. Johnsbury. 

“If we did, for God’s sake let's raise the 
drinking age.” 

The bill endorsed Tuesday was an 
amended version of a measure raising the 
legal drinking age from 18 to 21. 
Lawmakers also approved a provision ex- 
empting from the restriction on purchase 
and use of alcohol people who mark their 
18th birthdays before the effective date of 
the measure. 

But they soundly rejected an amendment 
allowing 18-year-olds in active duty in the 
armed services to legally buy and drink 
alcohol. 

The rejection came despite admonitions 
from the amendment’s sponsor — Rep. 
Hugh Gates, R-Franklin — that only ‘‘boot 
camp” or time can produce in teenagers 
“‘an elusive thing called maturity.”

From one court to another

NEWTON HIGHLANDS — In 1967 
R. Malcolm Graham hit almost 40 
percent from the field for the Boston 
Celtics, banging elbows with some of 
the greats of the hardwood floor. 

Three months ago he traded in his 
one-time dreams of the basketball 
court for a court of another kind in 
which burglars, muggers and car 
thieves parade onto center stage 
each day. 


Graham, who turned 38 in 
February, was a promising guard out 
of New York University when the 
Celtics picked him up in 1967 and 
dressed him in green, The game was 
his life in those days, He had made 
headlines for his basketball talents at 
NYU and was looking foward to a 
decade of playing ball. 

At the time Graham took a prac- 
tical approach to the life of profes- 
sional athletics, thinking he’d go into 
business in the off-season, trading off 
the name he had made as a basket-

bail player. It would be an off-season 
career which would carry him after 
the days of glory at the Garden had 
faded. 

In 1968 Mal Graham starting feel- 
ing tired on the court — much too 
tired for a second-year guard. Before 
the season was out — a season in 
which he shot only 23 percent and 
averaged less than two points per 
game — Graham was hospitalized 
for tests. 

The diagnosis was sarcoid, a glan- 
dular illness which benched his 
Celtics career forever and thrust him 
into some serious rethinking about 
his future,

On Dec, 20, 1982, Malcolm Graham 
of Newton Highlands was sworn in as 
a judge in the Roxbury District 
Court. It was the culmination of a 
drastic career change, years of law 
school studies, a legal practice and a 
general realignment. Malcolm 
Graham, a judicial nominee in the 
fading days of the King administra- 
tion, donned the black robes of the 
Massachusetts judiciary, 


The career change, though not 
easy, came naturally to Graham. 

“I had thought about the law for 
some time,’’ Graham said last week 
from his chambers in Roxbury 
District Court, tucked behind District 
B Boston Police station. 

“You could perform a service in 
the law,” he said. ‘‘I felt the longer 
you were in the field the better you 
could become. And the legal profes- 
sion is never out of fashion. It is 
always in demand.” 

As one of a handful of black judges 
picked during the four years of Ed- 
ward King’s term Graham took ad- 
vantage of the appointment and sees 
his role as one integral to the shape of 
the tough Roxbury community.

The switch from a life of profes- 
sional basketball, however, entailed 
almost two years of scouting after 
the illness was diagnosed.

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Crime drops 
7% citywide

NEWTON — Overall crime dropped 17 percent 
in Newton in the year ending January, 1983 with 
fewer reported housebreaks and car thefts but 
more aggravated assaults and unarmed rob- 
beries. 

Crime statistics broken down by months, types 
of crimes and totals for each of Newton’s 12 

i s were released by the Newton Police this 
week. 

Police Chief William Quinn has contended the 
village statistics were useless to police in terms 
of crime prevention since the department 
operates according to patrol sectors which often 
cross Village lines. 


However, police crime statistician John 
Donovan, who compiled the data, conceded it can 
be helpful for residents who are more familiar 
with village boundaries to look at crime statistics 
for their villages. ‘‘There are reasons why cer- 
tain crimes occur in certain areas,’ Donovan 


statistics. 
Reported attempts have remained the same. 
Donovan surmises the decrease in burglaries is 
due in part to residents, because of the economic 
crunch, spending more time at home which 
deters intruders. They are also more security 
conscious, he s. 

Donovan said Newton Centre and some other 
villages are more vulnerable to housebreaks 
because of their affluence, proximity to the 
MBTA station and accessible roads out of the ci- 
ty. 

he statistics show most breaks occur in 
Newton Centre, Auburndale, West Newton, 
Newtonville and Newton Corner. Fewer 
housebreaks occur in Lower Falls, Oak Hill and 
Waban because they do not offer easy access out 
of the city, Donovan said, 


While Chestnut Hill offers easy access out of 
the city and affluent households, the statistics 
show the number of breaks are not particularly 
high because, Donovan surmised, these homes 
feature better securit tems. He said fewer 
breaks occur in Nonantum and Upper Falls 
because they are less affluent than some parts of 
the city, 

Homes in the vicinity of Commonwealth 
Avenue in Newton Centre and Newton Corner 
were plagued by burglaries for six months during 
1982, Three men were arrested and chz 
November in connection with the break 
suspects were found guilty of charges of receiv- 
ing stolen property and given suspended jail 
sentences, 

Donovan said officials lacked sufficient 
evidence to bring charges of breaking and enter- 
ing.

Police crime statistics say 
more than half the autos stolen in 
Newton are taken from lots at the 
Chestnut Hill Mall. Areas with 
the least housebreaks? Nonantum 
and Upper Falls. The most? 
Newton Centre and Newton Cor- 
ner. 


A fourth suspect, a Boston jewelry store owner, 
was also arrested by Boston police and charged 
with receiving stolen property. Police also 
recovered more than $300,000 worth of stolen 
jewelry, some of which was reclaimed by Newton 
residents, in connection with the arrests. 


In some ca burglars have had prior in- 
formation about valuable items, such as Oriental 
rugs or art objects inside homes they burglarize.

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Board says Christina St. house 
warrants much closer inspection

NEWTON The little house on Christina 
Street, offered to the city as low-income housing 
and described by one alderman as ‘‘that junkbox 
house on the corner,” warrants closer inspection 
before the city accepts it, the Board of Aldermen 
voted Monday night 

Concern over the quality of city-owned housing 
in general, and the Christina Street house in par- 
ticular, led to an overwhelming voice vote to 
have the Administration and Planning Commit- 
tee examine it one more time. 

The house has been offered to the city by Alan 
Green, developer of a condominium complex 
called The Gables on Dedham Street, to comply 
with an ordinance that requires 10 percent of a 
development be given to the city for low-income 
housing. 

Alderman Paul Coletti, who has been voicing 
his objections to the city's accepting the house for 


Man dies in 
crash with 
ambulance 


LOWER FALLS — A 26-year-old Newton man 
died Monday night when his Volkswagon was 
struck by an ambulance at the Washington Street 
and Route 128 intersection, police said. 

Stephen P. Annefi of 14 Owatonna St., was pro- 
nounced dead at 9:26 p.m. at Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital. Annefi’s car collided at 8:30 p.m. with 
an ambulance owned by Peter Poor Ambulance 
Service of Newburyport, according to police. 

Police said the ambulance was traveling west 
bound on Washington Street when it struck the 
driver’s side of the Volkswagon heading south on 
the Route 128 access road. 

The ambulance was not enroute to an emergen- 
cy, according to a spokesman at the Newton Traf- 
fic Bureau. Police said traffic violations were 
issued against the ambulance driver, whose 
name is being withheld, on charges of motor vehi- 
cle homicide, failing to conform to a red light and 
no registration in possession. The driver was not 
arrested, police said. 

The ambulance was transporting a female pa- 
tient, though police did not reveal where the am- 
bulance was taking the woman. A female atten- 
dant was also inside the ambulance, reports said. 

Newton firefighters with Engine 2 and Ladder 1 
responded to the scene and used the jaws of life to 
open the Volkswagen doors and remove the vic- 
tim from his car, 

“It was hit pretty good. The side was caved in,” 
said Assistant Fire Chief Bernard Goulding. He 
said the Volkswagen was in the middle of the 
road when firefighters arrived at the scene. 

“Tt didn’t take us five minutes to get him out,” 
said Goulding, 

The victim was transported by Chaulk Am- 
bulance to Newton-Wellesley Hospital, less than 
half a mile from the accident scene. 

Police said Newton Traffic Captain John Bar- 
tinelli is investigating the accident.

Alderman Richard McGrath even passed a 
piece of the siding around the aldermanic 
chambers for his colleagues to inspect. He said 
the siding was already absorbing moisture and 
falling off the newly built home. 

After listing the flaws in the location and con- 
struction of the house, Coletti concluded, ‘Put 
ting all these things together, it’s not the kind of 
site the city wants to take over.” 

He further criticized a recent assessment of the 
house’s value at $83,000 by the cit: sessors. If 
the house is worth that much, Coletti said, the 
neighbors should be able to get more than 
$100,000 for theirs. ‘‘I would recommend they sell 
their homes and move. The neighbors are getting 
the shaft,"’ he said 

“Let him (Green) put it on the market at 
$83,000 and see if he can get it,”’ he said 

When it was pointed out that the house would be 
paid for with state and federal funds and the city 
nothing for it, Coletti said, “‘But whose 
ate money anyway? It's our money.” 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle, who viewed the 
Christina St. house during last Saturday's tour, 
said, ‘At the very best, it might be considered a 
summer cottage. We shouldn’t be touching this 
witha stick.” 

Bullwinkle said what really bothered him was 
that “someone” from the city had to inspect and 
approve the construction of the house. He recom- 
mended that the builder post a performance bond 
against future repairs, ‘‘So we’re not spending 
our money fixing it up. 

Alderman McGrath, who also saw the house on 


























Saturday, said that accepting poorly constructed 
housing will detract from future housing in the ci- 
ty because maintenance costs will be so high 

He cited another house on Carter Street, which 
Green also built to meet low-income requirments 
for The Gables. He said the siding was coming off 
the house. ‘‘Nobody’s even living in it yet, and it 
already needs maintenance," he commented. 

Alderman Marcy Richmond said that the 
Christina Street house had caused so much con- 
cern among her constituents that she would like 
to see a public hearing on the matter. 

Besides the allegedly poor construction of the 
Christina Street house, there was also a story 
about its beginnings that bothered several 
aldermen, Coletti said he was at a Conservation 
Commission meeting when a young man asked 
for special consideration to be allowed to build on 
the undersized lot, right on the river’s floodplain. 

Coletti told the aldermen the man had said he 
wanted a home in Newton for his family. That 
man, it turned out later, was an employee of Alan 
Green, and he had already agreed to sell the pro- 
perty to his employer when he first sought the 
necessary permits. 

When alderman Cynthia Creem said she would 
like to hear testimony from Conservation Com- 
mission Secretary Helen Heyn as to just what 
happened at the meeting Coletti referred to, he 
said he would like very much to hear it also. 

Since Green is a recent mayoral appointee to 
the Conservation Commission, Coletti said, she 
“would be speaking against her boss.’’ He added 
that he had “some good questions for her to 
answer,"’ 

The aldermen rejected the suggestion that 
Heyn testify, but Harold Levinsky said he shared 
Coletti’s concern for the circumstances surroun- 
ding the house’s beginnings, 

“It's important that things be done in an up- 
front manner,’ he said, adding that the 
developer's actions were ‘not morally ap- 
propriate. 

“From what I’ve heard, I’m tempted to reject 
the house,” Levinsky said.

his next step was to appeal to the state Appellate 


Tax Board. 

He said he felt no inclination to spend the 
money and time going into Boston to appeal his 
assessment, so he kept at the assessors. ‘Finally, 
they said they would send papers for me to sign if 
I agreed not to make a court case out of it,’’ he 
said, 

“That was a red flag for me,”’ he said. ‘After 30

His walk apparently paid off when Chief 
Assessor Robert Palmer said he was personally 
taking care of the matter, 

“He said nothing had a higher priority,” 
Winograd said at the time. ‘He took it up like 








everyone had been stonewalling him. It was the 
first time he ever got hold of it, and he had no 
notes of past action on it.”’ 

Palmer said last week he had written a letter to 
Winograd. He added he did not usually handle 
such matters personally, but he realized 
Winograd had been put through the wringer for 
more than a year and thought he deserved the 
personal attention, 

Palmer admitted the error had gotten lost in 
the shuffle of papers and personnel in his depart- 
ment. ‘There should have been more follow 
through on it,” he said. 

According to the chief assessor, who said he 
hoped an ongoing reorganization of his depart- 
ment would avoid such mistakes in the future, ad- 
ded that Winograd’s problem was all but solved. 
“T think we were able to reach an agreement,”’ he 
said. 
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Public housing 
flaws examined

NEWTON A weekend alder 
manic tour of the city’s public hous- 
ing stock has shifted criticism 
regarding upkeep from the Housing 
Authority to the Newton Communi- 
ty Development Authority (NCDA) 

The tour will probably mean 
future aldermanic debate to decide 
if the NCDA should have total power 
over the construction at the con- 
troversial site of the defunct St 
Jean's School in Nonantum, now 
Slated for over 40 units of public 
housing, according to aldermen on 
the tour. 

Responding to citizen complaints 
about poor management of public 
housing Aldermen Bruce Car- 
michael and Rodney Barker 
scheduled a tour with five other 
aldermen to review a number of ci- 
ty housing projects 

They found the older units well- 
maintained, but new projects such 
as the Hamilton Grove apartments 
in Newton Lower Falls had design 
defects which c¢ e maintenance 
headaches, officials said 

“NCDA has a lot to answer for 
and it seems to be the less than 
perfect agency for developing hous- 
ing aid Alderman Richard 
McGrath 

Units built in the mid-1960s under 
the direction of then-chairman of 
the Housing Authority William 
Carmen, were found to be in good 
condition.

and the city’s planning department 
wants the building accepted by 
April 6, according to Hacker. 

To prevent costly design flaws in 
city housing that later add up in 
terms of maintenance costs, Quinn 
wants more say over how the 
buildings are constructed. 

The city’s Housing Authority is 
required to maintain its buildings 
and provide quality service for 
Newton’s poor and elderly, but 
Quinn says it is difficult if the 
building's design is flawed or fails 
to anticipate the needs of elderly 
tenants. 

Quinn would like to have full con- 
trol over the St. Jean's school con- 
struction of approximately 40 units 
of mixed housing. The NCDA now 
has full planning power over the 
controversial housing site.

A correcting law 


Last week women’s groups around the 
world took time to celebrate and study 
women’s contributions in history and their 
current standing in society. 

At the same time the state legislature 
was looking at a bill, called the ‘‘com- 
parable worth bill,’ aimed at correcting a 
41 cent discrepancy between what men 
and women are paid for equal work on the 
public payroll in Massachusetts. 

The bill, which has received a favorable 
response, is aimed at examining each 
class of positions in state service and 
rating them according to the skills re- 
quired and the responsibilities they entail. 
In light of studies which indicate women 
are paid 59 cents for every dollar paid men 
in the workforce, the bill is long overdue. 

As one of the bill’s co-sponsors, Rep. 
David Cohen of Newton said, ‘‘The State 
Equal Rights Amendment promised to end 
discrimination based on sex. Enactment of 
a ‘comparable worth law’ will bring this 
promise one step closer to fulfillment.” 

Comparable work means equal pay for 
equal work and the legislation is focused 
on establishing those equal rates of pay. 

Comparable worth does not mean giving 
any one group of people special considera- 
tion. It means simply being fair to

Binding contract 


Parents of Newton North High students 
should be receiving a letter in the next 
week or so which makes them an offer they 
can’t refuse. 

The letter, from Health Coordinator 
Frank Spitzer, outlines the school’s spring 
campaign to prevent teenage drinking and 
driving. The campaign will use films, 
speakers, discussions and literature dur- 
ing the second week of May to bring the 
serious problem of teenage drinking into 
the open. 

Spitzer’s letter also bears a ‘‘contract’’ 
on the back which parents and their 
children should discuss. The contract is an 


agreement, made beforehand, that if a 
teen calls home, at any hour, from any 
place, and says he or she has had too much 
to drink, the parents will pick him or her 


up, no questions asked. 


The idea behind the contract is that if of- 
fers a starting point for kids and their 
parents to talk about something which is 
often simply too hard to discuss. And the 
contract bears a line to be signed by 
parents with an agreement similar to that 
of the teenager — if a parent has had too 
much to drink he or she will “seek safe 


sober transportation home.” 


When you get a contract and letter in the 
mail, don’t take it lightly. It could be a 


lifesaver.

Urges look at 


To the editor; 

(The following is an open letter to 
Massachusetts Department of Education Com- 
missioner John H. Lawson. ) 

Dear Commissioner Lawson; 

lam writing in response to an article which ap- 
peared in The Boston Globe Feb. 28. Muriel 
Cohen described your opposition to suggested 
changes by the Board of Regents in state college 
admissions standards, 

You are quoted as 
public support of publi 








aying that ‘inequities in 
schools... have resulted 
in very different cou of preparation for 
students in different cities and towns."’ 

Moreover, these inequities fall particularly 
heavily on students whose economic, racial and 
linguistic background or special handicaps re- 
quire special educational services. 

You seem to fear that some school districts will 
not be able to offer preparation adequate to meet 
these standards for every student and that many 
will be denied access to state colleges because of 
this, 

School systems, you suggest according to the 
article, will be forced to spend more on ‘“‘college- 
bound students and consequently less on those 
not preparing for college.”’ 

I applaud your concern, which I noted on 
several occasions, for equity in public education. 
As a member of the Newton School Committee I 
have been waging my own battle on this par- 
ticular issue for many years, 

But I am concerned that in your devotion to 
equity and opposition to incre ng the standards 
for college admission, you are inadvertently sup- 
porting one of the fundamental sources of social 
and economic inequity in American society, to 
wit, the distinction in education between those 
bound for college and those not preparing for col- 
lege. 

It is clear to most observors, professional and 
lay, that a college education is one of the most im- 
portant devices for social and economic mobility. 
Moreover, the different positions on the ladder of 
prestige, wealth and power are achieved not 
simply because some have gone to college (with 
all that entails) but also because long before col- 
lege these students were educated differently. 

Of course, some students are not able to do col- 
lege work or what we call college preparatory 
work in high school. But these are a limited 
number. Let me assure you as a teacher at one of 
the most prestigious and selective institutions, 
that the range of ability among college students 
is so wide as to eradicate ability as the 
distinguishing variable between college bound 
and non-college bound students 

The distinction between these students is too 
frequently a class issue, whether we like it or not. 
Ability and intelligence aside, the difference is 
frequently one of motivation, interest, support 
and social reference. That makes the consquent 
social stratification very largely an educational 
and pedagogical problem 

If our high schools structure their curricula to 
teach different things (subjects, ideas, concepts, 
skills) to different groups of students, depending 
upon whether or not they are going to college, we 
are creating a cognitively stratified society long 
before they pass through the filter of higher 
education (which itself is stratified, as we know) 






















Of course, different students respond to dif- 
ferent approaches and need to be taught dif- 
ferently with varying styles of pedagogy, motiva- 
tion and organization. But need they be taught 
different subjects if they are to participate collec- 
tively in one society? 

Is there not some common core of concepts, 
skills and, dare I say it, facts, that need to be 
known in order to participate effectively as a 
citizen? And can one really say that the subjects 
which the Board of Regents is suggesting be re- 
quired for admission to college ( biolo, algebra 
and Spanish) are not equally appropriate for 
ANY citizen in 1980s America? 

Your concern for the reduced resources of 
school systems is well placed, but school systems 
would do well to pay more attention to the quality 





standards 
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of the concepts and analytical skills they teach 
than to the variety of particular subjects they of- 
fer. 

Thus great savings cculd be made and spent 
upon upgrading the quality of the classroom ex- 
perience, including money for algebra, biology 
and Spanish for all children, not some. 

I flatly challenge the belief that different 
children have to be taught different subjects 
because they have different interests. Inter 
are learned. If school systems will not exercise 
the leadership to develop interests in intellectual 
matters, they will have no one to blame but 
themselves if we produce an illiterate population. 

Let me describe an eighth-grade 
heterogeneously grouped, untracked classroom 
in Newton. 

The topic for the day is the diagramming of 
sentences with special attention to adverbs, The 
grammar is learned within pieces of fantastical 
literature. But in this classroom, some children 
are reading abridged versions of a classic novel, 
some are reading the original and some are 
reading the original novel and the author’s 
diaries, themes and issues of the literature 
together. 

They are learning their grammatical skills 
within a common one of cultural terms. 

Directly above Muriel Cohen's article was a 
story about Senator Tsongas’ town meeting in 
Natick. During the meeting a constituent asked 
the senator why he had not responded to a re- 
quest for help with a problem with the military. 

The speaker stated that he was ‘‘a college 
sophomore and reasonably intelligent 

“And,” he asked, “if he couldn't get a response 
from Tsongas, they how could constituents with 
less resources get help?”’ 

The senator assured the speaker that he would 
respond, The young man’s query demonstrates 
the force of what I am suggesting. 

If we continue to differentiate the high school 
curriculum for college and non-college bound 
students, we will be intentionally creating 
citizens of lesser resources, 

I cannot believe that a man of your dedication 
to equity would want to do this. 

I urge you to reconsider your approach to both 
the college admissions standards and to high 
school graduation requirements as well

OAK HILL High-technology 
professionals in defense-related 
jobs really are contributing 
nothing to national security and 
their highly specialized and 
secretive work will be detrimen- 
tal to their careers, Warren 
Davis told South High School 
students last week 

Davis is the founder of High 
Technology Professionals for 
Peace, a Cambridge-based 
organization that operates a non- 
profit employment agency which 
counsels and helps people find 
nondefense-related jobs. 





Davis, a physicist and consul- 
tant, 60 percent of all 
engineers and science profes- 
sionals in the U.S. work, at one 
time or another, on defense pro- 


said 


jects. 

Davis, whose address was 
sponsored by the school's 
Enrichment Program, said he 


wanted to speak with students 
because they are likely to 
become part of the defense work 


force and as college students 
they will be ‘‘vigorously 
recruited’’ for military-related 
jobs. 


Davis conceded that weapons 
research typically pays more 
than other technological jobs. He 
added that weapons research is 
usually ‘at the cutting edge of 
new technology and that can be a 
very exciting thing.” 

However there are disad- 

vantages for those professionals 
because they are committed to 
secrecy about their work. 
a result their work can not 
be published in professional jour- 
nals, he said. They are unable to 
compare information with fellow 
workers or know what their col- 
leagues are doing, he said. These 
professionals also become ex- 
perts in very specialized areas 
that are useless in private in- 
dustry, Davis added. 

Cutting the defense budget 
does not have to mean a lack of 
jobs for high technology workers, 
Davis said. The money govern- 
ment spends on defense, an 
estimated $1.6 trillion over the 
next six years, should be used for 
human services, such as medical 
research, Davis said. Companies 
having defense contracts ‘‘will 
be just as happy making money 
other ways,”’ he said. 

The employment agency Davis 
founded alerts professionals to 
the drawbacks of defense-related 
jobs and also facilitates a sup-

port group where people discuss 
the ethics of defense projects

some workers sincerely believe 
they are contributing to national 
defense through their jobs, while 
other: mply need the work 

Dav id people are not being 
defended by nuclear weapons, 
particularly since the develope- 
ment of intercontinental ballistic 
missiles. 

He illustrated for students the 
capabilities of the two super- 
powers, saying the U.S. has 
strategic warheads to the Soviet 
Union's 5 warheads. If an all- 
out attack were launched on the 
U.S., he said, no spot in the coun- 
try would be more than 11 miles 
from a detonation point. 

Nuclear weapons, Davis fur 
ther said, have done nothing to 
deter some 200 conflicts which 
have occurred in the last 40 
years. 

“Nuclear arms are useless for 
this purpose,”’ he said 



















Davis said military research 
continues because the govern- 
ment is waiting for the 


“breakthrough” which will bring 
the Soviet Union ‘trembling to 


its knees’’ and assures the 
“destruction of the Soviet 
Union.” 


Davis described the military’s 
retaliatory plans in the event of 
an attack as ‘‘insane.’’ An attack 
would immediately be launched 
on the Soviet Union even before 
the military knows the Soviets 
are the ones who are attacking, 
he said. During crisis with the 
Soviet Union, he said, the U.S. 
would evacuate its cities, which 
would lead the Soviets to believe 
the U.S. is preparing for an at- 
tack and ‘‘they’d launch an at- 
tack because they think we're go- 
ing to launch an attack.” 

Students should study the 
history of the arms race and not 
only focus on current technical 
arguments, Davis said. 

“The arms race is a political 
process not a military game ... a 
failed political process,’’ Davis 
said.

Newton’s gourmet style setter 


NEWTON — Newton residents no longer have to travel across the ocean 
to learn the delicacies of French cooking. Rather, they can now learn the 
subject from Newton’s ‘‘Magic Rabbit,’’ more commonly known as Peggy 
Glass of Auburndale 

A mother, former graphic artist and currently cooking instructor for 
Newton Community Schools, her specialty, French provincial cooking, was 
featured in the February issue of the culinary. arts magazine, ‘‘Bon Ap- 
petit.”” 

Since the issue rolled off the presses, Glass has received inquiries and 
correspondence from across the country 

“It’s very exciting,” she said. “I’ve been getting letters from Iowa, 
Texas, California and Michigan. It’s very gratifying to hear from people so 
far away.” 

Interest in cooking for this energetic instructor began in the early 70's 
when she lived in the San Francisco area. Intrigued with various ethnic 
groups, Glass soon developed an appreciation for French, Moroccan and 
Italian cuisine. Experimenting with many different dishes, she soon 
designed a cookbook to help children learn the joys of preparing and eating 
new foods. 

Upon moving to Newton in 1976, Glass began to teach various cooking 
courses for Newton Community Schools, concentrating on sandwhich- 
making and breadbaking for teenagers 

“T started out teaching as a way to get to know others in the community. 
From that, everything has really taken off, but I still think of myself as a 
teacher being in my kitchen and doing what I enjoy.” 

As Glass’ interest in new culinary techniques developed, a growing skill

In October of 1981, Kamman brought Glass to the attention of the “Bon 
Appetit’’ staff and soon the Newton resident was contacted by the 
magazine. Glass notes that the article production was an event in itself 

“Testers taste the food, Stylists work on it. Art editors comment on plat 
ters, colors and presentations. Finally, everything is set.” 

Glass notes that the staff from ‘Bon Appetit’’ spent three days at the 
house — writing, arranging and taking pictures. ‘There were cables runn- 
ing throughout the house and an incredible amount of lighting,..it was very 
exciting 

“I made the food three times,’ she continued. After it was over, I ivited 
all my neighbors to eat everything — to come over with a bottle of wine and 
a paper plate.” 

After the excitment of such an article, what are her plans? This 
semester, she is offering a one-session event for Community Schools entitl- 
ed, ‘‘The Magic Rabbit Shows Off!’ Demonstrated in Peggy's new kitchen, 
the three-hour course will discuss new French provincial recipes and 
techniques. Glass will also offer a 4-5 day cooking course for out fo town 
people this summer 

As much coverage as Glass receives, it seems a sure bet that she will con 
tinue to share her talents with fellow Newton residents.

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BC land bid sparks 
controversy with state 


BOSTON — A bid by Beston Col- 
lege to buy state land near the cam 
pus to allow expansion has sparked 
a controversy among groups claim- 
ing infringement on their 
neighborhood and state officials 
who say a sale may violate open bid- 
ding requirements 

While state legislators backing 
sale of the two parcels of land said 
over the weekend the school would 
use it only to meet open-space re- 
quirements to expand nearby 
facilities, opponents said any ex- 
pansion will cramp an already con- 
gested neighborhood 

Legislative approval is required 
before the school can buy the 3.5 
acres owned by the Metropolitan 
District Commission, but state In- 
spector General Joseph Barresi has 
questioned the bill authorizing the 
sale as violating open bidding re- 
quirements. 

“We have not seen a copy of the 
actual legislation, but it appears to 
be in conflict with the principle of 
open public proc Barresi said 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. Sher- 
man W. Saltmarsh Jr., R- 
Winchester, a former BC hocket 
star, and W. Paul White, D- 
Dorchester, would set the price of 
the lots on St. Thomas More Drive 
after the measure is A 

But Barre aid that before state 












declared surplus and a determina- 
tion made that no other state agen- 
cy can use it 

The law also requires public hear- 
ings and bidding on the land, he 
said 

Opposing the sale is Rep. William 
F, Galvin, D-Brighton, a BC alum- 
nus whose district includes the 
parcels, and several neighborhood 
groups. 

Galvin said although the school 
has no plans to build on the lots, it 
would use the required open-space 
as a basis to enlarge it’s stadium 
and possibly build new dormitoi ies 
in the neighborhood. 

“That neighborhood is already 
saturated with student housing and 
parking is a nightmare. Now the 
college is proposing to intensify an 
already bad situation,” Galvin said. 

The bill is slated for a hearing 
before the legislature's Housing and 
Urban Development Committee 
later this month.

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An artist’s dream gallery

WEST NEWTON — To say the feast, the Chapel 
Gallery isn’t a typical art gallery 

For one thing, it’s housed in the stately Gothic 
edifice of the Second Church in Newton, The 
building's elegant spire, fashioned after that of 
Salisbury Cathedral in England, rises above the 
village of West Newton 

It is a gallery operated by the church with 
many of the congregation members dropping by 
after Sunday's service to see the shows. Yet, it is 
uncompromising in the boldness and high quality 
of the works it shows. 

It is clearly there not to placate, but to 
stimulate. 

How a gallery that rivals Newbury Street in ex- 
citing offerings came to be in such an unlikely 
place was a matter of inspiration 
Once the chapel for the United Church of 

t's youth members, the 30 by 60 foot room 
a vaulted ceiling, ornate woodwork and 
huge leaded windows. Since the church's 
membership had decreased over the years, the 
chapel fell into disuse and there was talk of con- 
verting it into offices 

“Tt gave a bunch of us the cold chills,” recalled 
Pat Hunter, now one of five co-directors of the 
gallery 

In 1981 when the church was celebrating its 
bicentennial with a year-long festival of the arts, 
the room was used to exhibit historical items and 
works by artists in the congregation, 

“At the-time, we thought what a wonderful 
place for a gallery,”’ said Mrs. Hunter, ‘‘But we 
we ante ES to do it right, to make it a professional 





























lighting was installed and a master 
craftsman in the congregation built moveable 
display boards to hang the art, since nothing can 
be attached to the room’s walls. 

A committee of five church members was 
selected to run the gallery. Calling themselves 
co-directors, they divide up such responsibilities 
as scouting artists to staffing the gallery with all- 
volunteer help. 

Pat Hunter takes care of financial matters. 
June Tower, a sculptor, looks for artists and 
helps with their arrangements, Jean Passavant 
is in charge of special events, such as the 
gallery's recent concert series. Rachel Sheridan 
is the liason for the church committee, the 
gallery's decision-making body, and schedules

ituation, an art gallery under the 
ices of a church could mean a politically- 
arged atmosphere. Not so in this case, said 
Hunter, 

he congregation is delighted,” she said. 
“There were a few people who asked, how do you 
justify secular art in a church? But we have not 
had the r ance we thought we might."’ 

There are a few constraints on the art that is 
exhibited in the gallery, which opened in May, 
1982, The artist are ed to use their ‘‘good 
taste’’ in selecting what they show. 

“We really don’t want nudes,” said June 
‘But it’s a matter of intent. We don't want 
tality or violence. An artist we are plann- 
ing to show in the fall does figures clothed and 
unclothed, She does very architectural nudes like 
paintings of old Roman statues. We don’t know 
how far we will go on hanging these. I personally 
don't mind, but I don’t want to offend anybody.” 

Another requirement is that the works be large 
enough to fit in with the scale of the room. 

































The one-man shows have ranged trom the bold 
abstracts of John Murray, to figurative paintings 
of people at a cocktail party by Robert Freeman 
and “conceptual wood sculpture’? by Dorothy 
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Oray, among others, with variety and contrast 
among the artists a big factor 

We look for Boston artists,” said Mrs. Hunter 
‘Boston needs the kind of gallery that can show 
large works on the creative edge of the art 
world.’ 

Since the shows run through four weekends, by 
the end of the month, most of the congregation is 
pretty familiar with the exhibit, according to 
Mrs. Tower 
“Some like one show and some another. On the 
first Sunday morning of a new show, they are 
usually quite taken aback by what they see. But 
they get used to it and get very fond of certains

“They have been very tolerant because to some 
of them, it’s not exactly what they wanted in the 
room. They have tried very hard to undertand 
what we are doing,” 











The gallery does not concern itself with who 
will sell, or who has a name, Several of the artists 
had never shown in a gallery before 

“We are in a position where we can choose the 
art because of its intellectual integrity,”’ said 
Mrs. Tower. ‘‘We don’t have to worry about what 
is trendy this year. We like to show a variety of 
things that are well-thought out." 











One of the shows planned for the spring will be 
works by Jerome Higgins, a parking lot atten- 
dant at the Museum of Fine Arts. When he was 
chosen by the gallery, he was doing figurative 
works of movie stars and his friends in a punk 
rock band. 





The gallery is an artist's dream, with none of 
the tangling legalities of a commerc gallery 
The committee asks just that 25 percent of the 
sales be donated to the church to pay for heat and 
utilities. The artist is also asked to pay for the 
printing of 1 10 postcards announcing the show 
and for half the cost of a magazine ad. 





In return, they are given the freedom to hang 
their own works and to choose what they want to 
show.

Still, the suburban location and the gallery's 
non-profit status which limits its staff to just 
enough volunteers to keep the room open for 16 
hours a week, have been obstacles. (The gallery 
is also open by appointment, which is easily ar- 
ranged, since both Mrs. Hunter and Mr lower 
live near the church.) 





“We would like a lot more people to come," 
said Mrs. Tower. ‘People are afraid of galleries 
— to even walk in because they feel that should 
buy something. There are no strings attached 
here. We say be friendly and don’t bother peo- 
ple.”’ 








Chapel Gallery will be participating in the 
Newton Festival of the Arts, and the co-directors 
hopes that the exposure will make more people 
aware that there's art behind the church’s walls.

Newton Upper Falls by Continental Cablevision 
drew strong neighborhood opposition at a public 
hearing last week 

Continental representatives claimed the need 


for increased sports programming and improved 
signal quality prompted the request to extend the 
tower from 60 to 150 feet 

But residents concerned about possible effects 
on health from microwaves voiced opposition to 
the plan at an aldermanic Land Use Subcom- 
mittee hearing. Microwaves are used to transmit 
and receive TV broadcasts from relay stations. 

“What's more important, the quality of life, or 
the quality of TV ?” asked one woman at the 
public hearing 

Recalling the legacy of asbestos, once touted as 
a safe product and now a cause of cancer, 
residents said no one can guarrantee their safety 
from low levels of microwave radiation. A 1975 
Environmental Protection Agency study listed 
the Needham Street location as having one of the 
highest amounts of microwaves in the eastern 
US. 

Contintental wants to extend its tower at a cost 
of $75,000, according to its system manager 
Michael Musen. 

Upper Falls is also the home of the 1,170 foot 
tower owned and operated by Channel 7. The 
cable firm’s 60 foot tower is located nearby

“Continental Cablevision proposes to add only 
90 feet to the ting tower for a total height of 
150 feet and it’s insignificant next to the 1,100 foot 
tower of Channel 7 nearby id Musen, 

The firm charges about $30 a month for its ‘‘top 
of the line" service and has been broadcasting in 
Newton since 1981. 

Alderman Michael Malec believes Needham 
and Wellesley will reap the benefit of a taller 
tower, since the cable firm serves those towns 
too.

The cable firm officials stated they have been 
looking for alternative sites for a tower, but have 
come up empty handed and believe the Upper 
Falls location is the only practical choice left.

Committee on lice picking 
apart sources of the problem

NEWTON ~— It may be nitpicking, 
but the committee formed to tackle 
Newton's head-lice problem in 
elementary schools continues to 
disagree on even the basics: how 
serious the problem is, where the 
kids get lice and how to control the 


pests. 
Although the meeting last week 
was the second for aldermen, 


parents and school officials named 
to the Human .Services subcom- 
mittee on lice, members continued 
to rehash their differences. 

The subcommittee did agree to 
recommend to the Human Services 
Committee a major informational 
campaign for elementary parents 
when school begins in September 
combined with mass screening for 
lice 

For the remainder of this year, 
however, the majority favored sen- 
ding a letter to parents, phar- 
macists and pediatricians address- 
ing concerns about the problem, 
reporting of and lice 
treatments. 

Subcommittee Chairman Ald. 
Cynthia Creem said the committee 
will meet again this spring on the 
issue 

While the Newton-based group, 

Parents Againt Lice, believes the 
problem is at epidemic proportions 
and supports such action as keeping 
kids out of school until all they are 
free of the lice eggs or nits, other 
members of the subcommittee felt 
head checks every two months for 
all elementary children was over- 
reacting. 
Newton PTA Council President 
Eleanor Samuels suggested a 
screening every two months to br- 
ing the problem under control, an 
idea which Memorial-Spaulding 
Principal Kevin Andrews objected 
to strongly. 

“I have a problem with every two 
months checking 330 children. I 
think we're really starting to grasp 
for straws here,”’ aid. 

“TI don’t feel...it is an epidemic,” 
Andrews stressed. ‘‘Let’s not blow 
this up too much.” 

I don't really feel that the pro- 
blem is going to be solved,”’ he add- 
ed.

Kenney and Altschuler met 
last week with New England 
representatives of Reed and Car 
nrick Co, the manufacturers of 
Kwell, to discuss ways to improve 
usage instructions on the package 

As a result of increasing 
awareness of the head lice problem, 
Recreation Department Commis- 
sioner Russell Halloran last week 
wrote to the heads of Newton's five 
little league baseball teams about 
the possible spreading of lice since 
players re a batting helmet 

Halloran asked coaches to make 
sure players wear their own 
baseball caps under the batting 
helmet and parents of little leaguers 
are asked to call if their children get 
lice.

NEWTON Sunday shoppers 
flocked to local clothing and book 
stores over the weekend in the wake 
of the demise of the Massachusetts 
Blue Laws.

Maryellen Shea, manager of 
Walden’s Books, said she was sur- 
prised business was so good on Sun- 
day. 

“On an hour-per-hour basis, it 
was like an average weekday,”

Shea said she was not certain on 
Sunday whether business would be 
good because she did not know if 
customers were aware that 
Walden's would be open.

New library on his drawing board

an easy chair, The reader looks up fror. the 
pages to view a babbling brook passing 
through a stone terrace, 

Early visions of a new main library on the 
corner of Walnut and Homer Streets are 
beyond the dreaming stage and have been put 
on paper by N \.on student architect David 
O'Sullivan. 

The 24-year-old’s plans make way for a 
brook to run right under a proposed new main 
library. Although city library trustees appear 
to favor building of a new main branch across 
from City Hall, no concrete plans have been 
approved, O’Sullivan’s proposal, however, 
prompted Newton Free Library Director 
Virginia Tashjian to eagerly remark, “Let's 
build it.”” 

Cost estimates for a new library building 
range from $7 to $12 million. 

O'Sullivan's drawings of a 74,000 square-foot 
complex to house potentially 420,000 books are 
professionally detailed and even include the 
main color scheme for the building. 

A student of the Boston Architectural 
Center, O'Sullivan wanted a building which 
“didn't take away from the importance of City 
Hall,’’ which is across the street. 

“My initial feeling was to design an unob- 
trusive box. Then I went to a monumental type 
structure,"’ said O'Sullivan. 

Finally settling on a compromise of the two 
original concepts he came up with a brick- 
faced, two-story complex incorporating 
aspects of City Hall. 





The project represents O'Sullivan's thesis 
and since February 1982 the Newton resident 
consulted with the City Planning Department 
and the city librarian to design something the 
city could conceivably build. 

Plans for full handicapped access, a large 
gallery, practice rooms, a community 
meeting hall and plenty of office space are 
layed out in color drawings by the young ar- 
chitect. 

The site of the new multi-million dollar 
facility has a brook running right through the 
middle of the property. 

Seeing the brook as an asset, O'Sullivan 
planned the building over and around it rather 
than trying to divert the water. 

The brook would be framed by a landscaped 
terrace in the front and back of O'Sullivan's 
proposed building. 

With the water flowing in culverts five feet 
under the building the solution is much like 
that used at Newton North High School, said 
O'Sullivan. 

Inside would be brick walls, a gray-green 
carpet and white shelving and furniture to 
help define space, said O'Sullivan. 

Natural lighting would pour through an open 
courtyard from three banks of roof-top 
skylights into open reading rooms that allow 
increased capacity for the main branch. 

Another consideration in O’Sullivan’s pro- 
posed design was to keep the building from en-

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High court backs suit by custodial union

NEWTON — After a seven-year 
legal battle a group of Newton 
school custodians has been awarded 
more than $100,000 by the state 
Supreme Judicial Court in what is 
seen as an important decision on the 
rights of public employees’ unions 
when faced with layoffs, 

The court decision found the 
Newton School Committee at fault 
for refusing to bargain “in good 
faith” over the layoff of six custo- 
dians in June, 1976 and failure to 


discuss ‘the impact" of that deci- 
sion. 

The court ruled the School Com- 
mittee made a ‘unilateral’ deci- 
sion to lay off the custodians, 

In its finding Thursday, the SJC 
affirmed both a 1981 decision by the 
Labor Relations Commission and a 
1979 judgement by the Suffolk 
Superior Court in favor of the custo- 
dians, 

The custodians’ lawyer, Alan 
McDonald of the Boston firm of 
McDonald and Noonan, said he was 
“very happy”’ about the court deci- 
sion,

“IT think the custodians’ union 
deserves a lot of credit for persever- 
ing,’’ McDonald said. ‘‘They are a 
small union, They certainly don't 
have anywhere near the resources 
that the School Committee had. 

“It's a classic case of the little 
guy taking on city hall and showing 
that he can win," he said. 

McDonald said the case marks 
“certainly the first time’’ the SJC 
“has created or recognized the dif- 
ference between permissive and 
mandatory subjects of collective 
bargaining under the public 
employees collective bargaining 
law." 

He said the ruling makes the issue 
of how management implements a 
layoff and discussion of the impact 
of the layoff mandatory subjects for 
municipal collective bargaining. 


School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann said the committee 
was “naturally disappointed" by 
the court finding. 

“It is a case that school systems 
across {he state have been wat- 
ching,”’ she said, ‘and this defeat is 
one that is going to disturb every 
school committee in the Com- 
monwealth, 

“Frankly, it makes abiding by 
Proposition 24% even more dif- 
ficult,” Mann stressed, 

Collective bargaining is “costly” 
and “bargaining over the impact of 
layoffs can be very time- 
consuming,” she said, 

Robert Robards, spokesman for 
custodians’ union, said the settle- 
ment will arnount to approximately 
$143,000, but School Committee 
Chairperson Nancy Mann said she 





was told by the School Department 
lawyer that the settlement would be 
about $103,000, 

Both amounts include the 7 per- 
cent interest on the back pay. 

Robards, who was president of 
Service Employees International 
Local 454 at the time of the layoffs, 
said the settlement is ‘‘only the tip 
of the iceberg’ in terms of court 
costs and days lost from work, 

“The actual cost is much higher," 
he said, ‘We know how much we 
(the union) have spent on it and it 
runs in the thousands," 

Robards said the union made of- 
fers to the School Committee to set- 
tle for only the back pay, but the of- 
fers were rejected, including an of- 
fer made one year ago. 

“At no time would the School 
Committee make a determination 





to cut their losses,'' Robards said. 

Mann said offers were made, but 
for ‘more than just back pay,’’ 

“We're disappointed that they 
didn't at least limit the damages 
more than they did,” she said. ‘We 
wouldn't have appealed if we didn't 
think there was a chance of limiting 
the damages." 

Mann said money for the back 
pay will come from the custodial 
salary account in the current 
budget. Mann said the school 
system has been understaffed for 
several years in its custodial 
workforce and, as a result, has ex- 
cess funds for the settlement, 

The interest portion of the settle- 
ment, she said, would come from 
the unspent funds which the School 
Department normally returns to the 
city at the end of each year,

Developer eyes Murray Road 


NEWTON The city has found 
another developer who wants to try 
building housing on the site of the 
old Murray Road School in Auburn- 
dale 

Dolan Pond Associates will buy 
the property, abandoned in 1978, 
and build seven attached 
townhouses on it. The price of one 
two-bedroom unit, to be deeded to 
the city for low-income housing, will 
be deducted from the $140,000 pur- 
chase price of the property. 

Another developer, the Galen 
Development Corporation, had to 
back out of a proposal to build hous- 


ing on the site of the abandoned 
school in January 1982 when it was 
decided that certain conditions at- 
tached to the project by the 
aldermen made it economically in- 
feasible. 

The aldermen changed some of 
the conditions for the sale of the pro- 






perty. They added the option of 
building seven attached dwellings 
and they allowed that the price of 


the low-income unit could be sub- 
tracted from the purchase price of 
the property. 

The most recent development 
proposal includes the demolition of 


the old school, which has been badly 
damaged by vandals over the years 
The developers have proposed 
replacing it with an L-shaped 
building which would contain two 
two-bedroom and five three- 
bedroom units. 

Also included in the proposal is 
the sale of almost 20 percent of the 
present 80,000 square foot lot to 
direct abutters of the property. Six 
of the eight abutters contacted told 
the city’s Planning and Develop- 
ment Department they would be in- 
terested in buying the parcels being 
offered

Driver faces charges

NEWTON An ambulance 
driver is scheduled for a hearing on 
April 11 in Newton District Court 
where he faces a vehicular 
homicide charge in connection with 
a a fatal crash last week on 
Washington Street. 

The driver, Frederick L. Kline, 
20, of Lynnfield, was cited by police 
on charges of motor vehicle 
homicide, failure to conform to a 
red light and failure to carry a 
registration in connection with the 
crash that resulted in the death of 
Stephen P, Annesi, 26, of Auburn- 
dale. 

Police filed for complaints in 
District Court against Kline, but did 
not arrest him. The court 
magistrate will determine following 
the hearing whether there is pro- 
bable cause to seek criminal 
charges against Kline 

If probable cause is found the 
case can be tried in District Court, 
officials said 

Vehicular homicide carries a 
maximum penalty of 2!2 years in 
the County House of Correction 
and/or a $3,000 fine. 

Police allege the ambulance 
driver, in a Peter Poor Ambulance 
Service vehicle, was traveling ‘‘at 
excessive speed”’ when he allegedly 
nared light and struck and killed 
Stephen P. Annesi, 26, of Auburn 
dale, Route 128. 

However, Newton Traffic Captain 
John Bartinelli declined to state ex- 
actly how fast the ambulance was 
traveling when it collided with the 
victim's auto on Washington Street 
at the Route 128 access ramp. 

Annesi of 14 Owatonna St., was 
pronounced dead at 9:26 p.m. at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, an hour 
after the collision. 

The ambulance was not enroute to 
an emergency, according to police. 

Police also said last week the 
female attendant and female pa- 
tient in the ambulance sustained 
minor injuries as a result of the col- 
lision. Police would not reveal 
where the ambulance was taking 
the patient. Police did say the am- 
bulance driver had stopped at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
moments before the accident to 
seek directions. The patient inside 
the ambulance was not a patient 
from Newton-Wellesley hospital, 
according to police. 

Firefighters used the jaws of life 
to open the Volkswagon doors and 
remove Annesi from the car. 
Chaulk Ambulance transported him 
to Newton-Wellesley Hospital. 

















Annesi was graduated from 
Newton North High School and 
Bridgewater State College, having 
earned a degree in physical edt 
tion. He was a children’s day 
instructor in Natick. Annesi had 
been with the U.S. Air Force in Viet- 
nam and the Air National Guard. 





Another ambulance driver involv- 
ed in a separate fatal crash on 
Route 9 last September had been 
found guilty on a charge of 
vehicular homicide. A 32-year-old 
Newton woman was killed when her 
car collided with the ambulance 





driven by George P. Garland of 
Pelham, N.H.. 

Garland was found guilty in Mid- 
diesex Superior Court and given a 
suspended sentence of 24% years in 
the county House of Correction 
Garland was also fined on charges 
of speeding and failing to stop for a 
red light. An appeal of the verdict 
was denied last Monday in Superior 
Court in Cambridge. 

Garland was operating an am- 
bulance owned by American Am- 
bulance Company of Lowell. The 
ambulance had not been enroute to 
anemergency police said. 








His love was working 
as children’s teacher 


AUBURNDALE — Mrs, Florence 
Annesi said last week her son 
Stephen’s greatest love was work- 
ing with children. 

“He loved working with the kids. 
He used to come home every day 
full of stories,’’ Mrs. Annesi said of 
her 26-year-old son, a children’s day 
care instructor. 

Stephen P. Annesi, who lived with 
his mother at 14 Owatonna St., died 
last Monday night following a colli- 
sion with an ambulance 
Washington Street at Route 128. 

Mr. Annesi’s brother Michael als 
stressed the his brother ‘‘really en- 
joyed working with kids.”” 

In a soft-spoken voice, Mrs. An- 
nesi described her son as ‘'a shy 
boy, but a happy person. He had a 
lot of good friends. Everyone loved 
him. He didn't have a mean bone in 
his body."” 

Mr. Annesi, a Newton North High 
School graduate, was employed as a 
teacher at Kinder-Care Day Care 
Center in Natick. 

A 1980 graduate of Bridgewater 
State College, Mr. Annesi earned a 
bachelor degree in physical educa-

tion. He was also employed as a life 
director of gymnastics at the West 
Suburban YMCA in Newton Corner, 

A life-long Newton resident, Mr 
Annesi had been in the U.S. Air 
Force in Vietnam and prior to that 
in the Air National Guard at Pease 
Air Force Base in N.H. 

Mrs. Annesi said her son “was not 
a drinker” and usually stayed at 
home on week nights. On Morday 
evening, the night of the fatal crash, 
Mr. Annesi told his mother that he 
was going out ‘‘just for a short 
time.” 

“It happened so close to home. It 
was so near the house,’ Mrs. Annesi 
said. 

Mr. Annesi died at 9:36 p.m. at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital, about 
one hour after the accident. 

Mr. Annesi also had _ three 
brothers, Charles, Mark and 
Michael, all of Auburndale and two 
sisters, Karen of Amherst and Don- 
na of Auburndale. 

A funeral Mass was held Friday 
in Corpus Christi Church in Auburn- 
dale followed by interment in 
Newton Cemetery.

Committee members Ann Berwick, James Mnookin and Marcia Mitchell 
did not respond during the meeting to Gentile’s criticisms of current school 
policy. 

“T realize the problem lies with the School Committee, parents the school 
staff and that everyone is to blame,”’ Gentile said. ‘‘But unless everyone 
works together, we're never going to see an improvement in this area.” 

Students must be shown that the breaking of bottles in a school building, 
alcohol and drug use on school property are ‘totally unacceptable” before 
the problem will be solved, he stressed. 

Superintendent Strand said vandalism and drugs were never raised by 
parents and principals as areas of great concern during special needs 
assessment meetings this fall, but said he would pursue the issue a 
priority if the committee wanted him to. 

“T just think that in general we're too permissive and we tolerate too 
much," ntile said and added that he favored instituting a “‘strict, 
uniform policy” for dealing with acts of vandalism and drug and alcohol 
use. 

Jones urged the committee to obtain information on specific policies in 
each school and to begin at that point a discussion of Gentile’s concerns. 

In an interview Thursday, Gentile said he is investigating Peabody’s 
handling of drug and alcohol problems after a bus driver for the Peabody 
schools took her busload of students to the police station because of mari- 
juana use. 

Gentile said increased awareness of school policies would be a first step, 
but he stressed, the problem will not go away until the Newton schools 
make vanda s and alcohol abuse a priority. 

Wednesda sion ‘‘satisfied’’ Gentile that the committee was in- 
terested in the issue. 

Gentile said he will docket the item for discussion by the School Commit-

School budget, $40.2M, goes to mayor

NEWTON — The School Commit- 
tee last week approved a $40.2 
million budget for submittal to the 
mayor and Board of Aldermen, 
Mayor Theodore Mann is ex- 
pected to discuss that budget when 
he presents his proposed overall ci- 
ty operating budget to the aldermen 
tonight. 

The school system figure is some 
$550,000 higher than Mayor Mann 
has recommended. Mann is an ex- 
officio member of the School Com- 
mittee, but he was on a National 
Conference of Mayors tour of 
Taiwan at the time the final vote 
was taken, 

Before the 8 to 0 approval, the 
committee restored $21,000 in 
teacher-aide salaries earmarked 
for cutting during an earlier “straw 
vote."’ In all, the body chopped 
$827,000 from Supt. John Strand’s 
request, and the $40.2 million figure 
represents a 2.2-percent increase 
over the 1982-83 school budget. 

Superintendent John Strand 
orginally recommended a budget of 
more than $40.5 million, which 








represented a 3-percent increase 
Committee member Ann Berwick 





called rand’s budget, with the 
“straw” vote revisions, ‘‘astoun- 
ding.” 


“T think that to be able to come 
forward with a 2.2-percent increase 
at the same time that we are giving 
(teachers and other school bargain- 
ing groups) increases in the 
neighborhood of 6  percent...and 
given the new programs in the 
budget is really a sleight of hand,” 
she marveled. 

School Committee Chairperson 
Nancy Mann objected to Berwick’s 
wording. ‘‘No, it’s not really a 
sleight of hand,’’ Mann said. 

“No, in truth it's not,” Berwick 
said. “It is very talented budgeting 
done with a great deal of cir- 
cumspection and creativity.”” 

“T want to thank the superinten- 
dent and I want to say that this is a 
budget worth fighting for,” Berwick 
said. 














Committeeman Robert Ricles, 
who had previously criticized the 
budget for too many new and costly 
computer and advanced-challenge 
programs for bright children, said

the revised budget is one he can 
“support fully.”’ 

“T think that the budget is fully 
defensible and will withstand the 
scrutiny of other political bodies,” 
Ricles said. 

Some changes which made Ricles 
support the budget were doubling 
the number of elementary schools 
involved in the new advanced 
challenge program and cutting a 
$50,320 cable television studio at 
Newton North High. 

The committee plans to lobby the 
Newton Cable Foundation for the 
funds since several members 
agreed the new program would be a 
“preat benefit’? to Continental 
Cablevision. 





The school budget also won praise 
during the Wednesday meeting at 
F.A. Day Junior High from Newton 
Teachers’ Association (NTA) Presi- 
dent Rosetta Johnson. 

Johnson called the less-than-2.5- 
percent increase in the budget 
“very reasonable” since it is within 
the increases allowed by Proposi- 
tion

The praise, in total, was almost em- 
barassing. 

PTA Council President Eleanor Samuels 
commended School Superintendent John 
Strand for his work on hammering out the 
proposed school budget for next year. 

“Fiscal responsibility” in the proposed 
budget was touted. The League of Women 
Voters was behind it. Oak Hill Elementary 
President Pat Burdick pronounced it a 
good one; Hyde Elementary PTA co- 
president Jeff Swope promised support 
from the Hyde community. 

And so it went last week as a $40.2 
million school budget was tentatively put 
into place by the School Committee. One 
sticking point concerning the school 
department’s elimination of funds to pay 
for school busing for private school 
students drew some criticism from 
parents of private school children but on 
the whole the budget process was 
remarkably smooth. 

The budget, as submitted by Superinten- 
dent Strand in his first year as head of the 
local schools, is an increase of only 2.1 per- 
cent over last year. It speaks well of his 
abilities as an administrator and it attests 
to his talent for working closely — and 
coorperatively — with the Newton School 
Committee. 

The mayor and aldermen should support 
this budget as an example of tight manage- 
ment and constructive — not destructive 
— cost containment.

Group objects 
to proposal for 
health clinic 


To the editor; 

According to local City Hall information a 
small, relatively unknown medical group 
designating itself as the Center for Ambulatory 
Surgery now being formed in a distant part of the 
country, Washington, D.C., is demanding a cer- 
tificate of need to open a clinic for certain 
unspecified outpatient surgical procedures in the 
city of Newton. 

A tentative site now being considered is in our 
Newton Upper Falls district 

A meeting sponsored by the citywide Newton 
Association for Local Health Control was held at 
a fraternal hall recently and attended by many 
concerned and indignant citizens 

Those present were unanimous in their opposi- 
tion and expressed deep fears at the propsect of 
this intrusion by an unknown ambulatory 
surgical clinic in a city where there are now fine, 
complete and proven services in all areas of 
health including five nearby hospitals of local

to maintain a sense of authority over the youth. 
Be clear about limits.” 

Judge Basbas ‘censured parents for letting 
their children stray." He is quoted as saying 
“Far too frequently we as parents walk away 
from our children and hope someone else will do 
the job for us.”

hese articles reflect the mixed messages 
given by society to parents and children, On the 
one hand parents should maintain ‘‘a sense of 
authority” and be responsible for their children 
until they are 18, 

On the other hand adolescent ‘‘women’’ are 
given birth control prescriptions by federally 
funded clinics, the clinics thereby giving adult 
and governmental tacit support to the 
adolescents’ sexual activity. This is done whether 
or not the parents approve of their minor children 
having sexual relations, 

Incidentally, have you noticed in discussing 
adolescent girls in reference to birth control, 
pregnancy or abortion they are usually referred 
to as *women,’’ What does this say? That sexual 
activity confers maturity? Is this the message 
that we wish to convey? 

Currently, notification to parents that minor 
children are being prescribed birth control, is be-

ing blocked by the courts because it ‘invades the 
adolescent's right to privacy.” Privacy from the 
parents, that is. 

If the subject were drug use, not sex, the advice 
to parents and children would be quite different. 
Children would be stron advised to avoid 
drugs for the sake of their physical and emotional 
health. 

Parents who suspect drug use would be pressed 
to react quickly and firmly. It is recommended, 
among other things, that they search their child’s 
room and possessions. What happened to the 
right to priva 

Isn't early ual involvement and its potential 
damage to physical and emotional health as 
serious a subject as drug use? 

It is puzzling and discouraging to me as a 
mother of teenagers to read that the principal of 
one Newton high school wishes me to maintain 
my authority over my children and “be clear 
about limits” while the administration of the 
other high school presents an adult speaker who 
states to the students her support of their right to 
al activity regardless of their parents’ 
views. 

Itis disheartening and infuriating to me as I al 
tempt to be a responsible parent to minor 
children to find an outside agency can prescribe 
medication to my children and grant tacit ap 
proval for an activity of which I may strongly 
disapprove, 7 

The federal government incoopration with the 
local birth control clinic can undermine my 
authority with my children but at the same time 
assumes no responsibility for them,

“We have to open the streets by 
law.” 

The DPW ruled against Newton 
because the one-way ordinances are 
for only the initial 10 feet of the 
roads and not from ‘intersection to 
intersection.” 

Waiting for a letter from the 
DPW, City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
said on Wednesday, ‘‘If it says what 
we think it’s going to say Il have 
to take the (one-way) signs down."* 

Aldermen DePasquale and Marcy 
Richmond raised the possibility of 
putting the restrictions back up by 
voting for a ‘‘Do Not Enter”’ sign at 
the entrance of the roads. They also 
noted Sumner Street in Newton 
Center was certified as a partial 
one-way by the DPW in 1979, setting 
a precedent for the Chestnut Hill 
roads. 

“It is similar in the respect it does 
not go from intersection to intersec- 
tion,” said DePasquale. 

Alderman Verne Vance was fore- 
ed to abstain from voting on the 
issue after being accused by 
Priscilla Road resident Michael 
Brady of appearing biased in favor 
of removing the restrictions. 

Brady noted Vance’s law partner 
is one of the members of the class 
action suit filed against the city to 
remove the restrictions giving what 
Brady called an “appearance of im- 
propriety.” 

Alderman Vance responded by 
withdrawing from the vote and said 
he would ask the city solicitor to 
render an opinion in the matter.

Tiger sextet has holes to fill

NEWTON — It's a matter of 
philosophy with Don Crowley. 
just w: to enjoy the success 
this past season and doesn’t really 
want to spend too much time, right 
now, thinking about getting his 
Newton North hockey team ready 
for the 1983-84 season. 

Can anyone blame him? 
Crowley's 1982-83 team surprised 
quite a few people by capturing the 
Suburban League crown with an 8-2- 
2 record. They continued their solid 
play by winning their first game in 
the Eastern Mass. Division I 
Hockey Tourney before ending the 
season with a respectable 12-4-2 
mark. 

“We had a special group of 
players this past year,’’ said 
Crowley. “It’s tough right now to 
start talking about what we have 
coming back and who will be play- 
ing where. All lot things fell into 
place for us this season. We have to 
have that ‘same kind of thing next 
season. I’m content to just enjoy 
this past season for awhile.” 

Crowley also advises his 
underclassmen to get away from 
hockey for a time in the spring. He 
suggests they partcipate in other 
sports to maintain the competitive 
edge. 

“T think if they're always playing 
hockey,” said Crowley, “‘it’ll just 
become a mechanical thing and 
they won't get any enjoyment out of 
it. We encourage our players to get 
involved in other sports so when the 
time comes for hockey they'll be ex- 
cited about coming back.”’ 

When Crowley does force himself 


to look ahead to next year's squad, 
he likes what he sees, The Tigers 
are returning four of their five top 
goal scorers, including the top two 
scorers on the team. Starting goalie 
Steve MacKay will also be back to 
backbone the Tigers. 

Any good hockey must be sound in 
the goal and MacKay proved in his 
junior se that he can carry a 
team. In his final seven regular 
season games he allowed only nine 
goals, inlcuding four shutouts. He 
played extremely well in the state 
tourney and gained valuable ex- 
perience, 

“Steve's return is a big plus for 
the team,” said Crowley. ‘‘He came 
on strong for us this past season and 
played better down the stretch as he 
gained confidence. He always had 
the ability to be a top flight goalie, 
but once he gained the confidence in 
himself, he was tough to beat. 

“Steve's going to a goalie school 
in the summer," said Crowley. 
“He's going to learn the finer points 
of playing the position and imrpove 
his game by simply learning more.” 

Mark Buckley and Ken Castriotta 
will be junior netminders next 
season. They each backed up 
MacKay this season and may 
challenge the incumbent for a star- 
ting position. 

The Newton North defense may 
need the most rebuilding. Suburban 
League co-MVP defenseman Dave 
Buckley has indicated he's. still 
undecided where he'll attend school 
for his senior season.

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Car theft stats 
indicate Mall 
figures are less

CHESTNUT HILL — Police statistics on auto 
thefts published last week pointed to a high in- 
cidence at the Chestnut Hill Mall but, according 
to a police statistician, those figures also includ 
ed thefts from shopping centers throughout the 
Chestnut Hill area 

An article in the March 23 issue of the Newton 
Graphic concerning Newton's overall crime 
statistics for the last 14 months stated that police 
said that more than half the vehicles stolen in 
Newton are stolen from the Chestnut Hill Mall 

However police failed to explain that for 
statistical purposes, they classify nearby shopp: 
ing cen , including parking lots all along 
Boylston Street, as part of the Chestnut Hill Mall 
area, according to John Donovan, police crime 
statistician. The statistics include all lots along 
Route 9 from the mall to Langley Road in Newton 
Centre, Donovan said 

Donovan said about 60 percent of vehicles 
reported stolen from the entire Chestnut Hill 
shopping area are reported stolen from the 
Chestnut Hill Mall parking lots, that is, the park- 
ing garage and immediate adjacent lots. 

Donovan also said last week the figure — 405 
thefts — includes attempted thefts. Of the 405 
vehicles reported stolen, about 50 were actually 
unsuccessful attempts, according to Donovan. He 
said police combine attempts with actual thefts 
because that is how the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation (FBI) compiles the statis! 
statistics are filed with the FBI Donova 

Donovan had said previously that the mall area 
is a difficult area for police to patrol which ac- 
counts for the number of thefts. 

Julio Secchiaroli, manager of the Chestnut Hil! 
Mall, echoed Donovan's view that the mall area 
is difficult to patrol. Police said Secchiaroli con- 
tacted police after the statistics were released 
and expressed concern about the thefts. 

Secchiaroli said last week the mall employs 
several security guards to patrol the parking 
area. He said he was unaware of the number of 
thefts because, he surmised, most people call 
police rather than mall security if their cars are 
stolen. 

A large portion of the city’s auto thefts also oe- 
cur at the MBTA parking lots, Donovan said

Campaigning for a new library at the site of Homer and Walnut Street, 
across from City Hall are members of the Board of Library Trustees. 

“The time has come for the city of Newton to make a commitment to a 
new main library,” said Library Trustees Chairman Dorothy Reichard 
this week. 

The commitment in terms of dollars is estimated at anywhere from $7 
to $12 million. To help raise the capital some branch libraries would be 
sold and the city would have to sell bonds, said Reichard. 

A design for a 74,000 square foot, two-story, main library at the Homer 
Walnut Street site has been suggested by a Newton resident and student 
of architecture. 

“David O’Sullivan’s idea is interesting and creative and would fit nice- 
ly on that piece of land, but it might not be large enough,” said Reichard, 
suggesting that three floors are more desirable. 

A proposal to reuse Warren Junior High School as the new main 
library is just a “band-aid approach,” she said. 

Changing his stance on the reuse question this week was Alderman 
Robert Tennant, who said he now agrees with the library trustees’ opi- 
nion that reusing the Warren Junior High School (scheduled to close in 
July) as a main library is not a good plan, ‘Because its location and 
design i is not suitable for a main library. 

“As far as my personal opinion is concerned the main library situation 
has been on the agenda as long as I can remember, but at this time I 
don’t think economic circumstance will allow expenditures of $8 to $10 
million,” said Tennant who is chairman of the Aldermanic Administa- 
tion and Planning Committee. 

Studies supporting backers of a new main library go back to 1948. 
Known as the “Wheeler Report,” the 1948 study says the ‘Central 
library has been sorely neglected physically and as to its services to the 
entire city.”
